But Deficit Claimed 


The biggest Agitation fluring the 
year 1920 was over the street railway 
servicer— whether or not Weymouth 
should appropriate money to meet 
any deficit in the operating expenses 
of the Btreet railway in Weymouth. 

As the result of a special town meet- 
ing it will be remembered the sum of 
128,000.00 was appropriated to meet 
any deficit for the year ending June 
1 1921. 

Reference to the report of Town 
Accountant Dizer in the Town Book 
shows that the town had rxpended 
Dec. 31, 1920 but $400, which was the 
balance of the 1919 appropriation, 
leaving the $28,000 intact in the town 
treasury. 

Had the voters known that none of 
this sum would have been expendea 
in 1920, a reduction of $2.00 in the tax 
rato would have been possible. 

Reference to the report of the Wey- 
mouth Committee on Transportation, 
pages 181 and 182 of he Town Book, 
shows that some of this balance of 
$28,000 may be expended in 1921, as 
the Eastern Massachusetts Street 
Railway Company CLAIM 'that there 


v.as a deficit of $27,531.63 for the 
seven months ending Nov. 30. 1920. 
The Gazette quotes from the report 
of the Weymouth committee, of which 
A. C. Heald’s chairman: 

“According to latest report of the 
Comptroller of the Eastern Massachu- 
setts Street Railway Company showing 
statement of Weymouth Subdivision 
Operations for the seven months end- 
ing November 30, 1920 — a copy of 
which is appended hereto — the deficit 
Is $27,531.63, on-half of which 
amount, $13,765.81, will have to 
be assumed by the Town, leaving 
an unexpended balance of $11,234.19. 
Detailed report of operations and copy 
of agreement under which we are op- 
erating have ben filed with the Clerk 
of the Selectmen.” 

Doubtless many will take exceptions 
to some of the items In the statement 
of the comptroller for the seven months 
which is given In full below. The 
Income was $57,696.98, and a local 
company could have made a big 
profit on that sum If they ware the 
sole owners and operators. The ques- 
tion might well be asked, what Is the 
proper capitalization of the Weymouth 
division of the street railway?

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Weymouth Bill 

Signed by Gov. Cox 


$571,99 or $61.85 ? 


On Monday Gov. Cox signed the Act 
it- favor of limited town meetings in 
the Town of Weymouth, which will 
not become operative until accepted 
by the voters. 

It provides for a new division of the 
town into precincts, limited town meet- 
ings, town meeting members, n refer- 
endum, and an annual moderator, 
and is known as Chapter 61, Acts of 
1921. 

Before passage Section 8 of the bill 
v.as amended onj motion of Represent 
utive Tirrell, by strikHng out the llrst 
sentence and inserting in plnoe there- 
of the following; “No measure passed 
at any representative town meeting, 
except a vote to adjourn or a meas- 
ure appropriating or borrowing money 
for emergency purposes which shall 
contain a preamble specifying the 
facts constituting tho emergency and 
requiring for its passage a separate 
vote of two thirds of tho town meeting 
members present and voting thereon, 
shall become operative until after the 
expiration of five days, exclusive of 
Sundays and holidays, from the dis- 
solution of tho meeting.” 

Thru kindness of Representatlva 
Tirrell the Gazette has received a copy 
pf the new chapter, but too late to use 
jthis weak, but it will be published in 
Gazette next week. 

THE TOWN MEETING 

But little talk if heard concerning 
the articles In th« warrant for the 
Annual Town Meeting next Monday 
evening, although were are several 


calling for large appr<\priat ions and 
new departures. 

North Weymouth wants l.dditlonai 
school accommodations, which seoms 
to he needed, when the building boom 
shirts two now buildings may bo re- 
quired Instead of one. Certainly a lot 
should be purchased. 

One article calls for an appropriation 
of $5000 for a town history, which bus 
been in preparation for some time. A 
revenue will be derived frc^. tho sale 
of bookl*. bi/t it is usually less than 
estimated. 

Among the wants of the street de- 
partment are: $3500 for permanent 
sidewalks; $2000 for tearing up street 
railway on Pleasant and Pond streets 
i nd rebuilding the stroets; $15,006 for 
macadam pavement; and $20,000 for 
asphalt macadam roadi. 

One article asks for an appropria- 
tion to connect with the Metropolitan 
Water System, which might involve 
several hundred thousand dollars. 
Thedepartment also asks for $67,112.50, 
of which $10,000 would he for exten- 
sions. 

An appropriation is wanted lo pur- 
: chase an estate for an almshouse. 

Firemen are interested in tho article 
to provide for the appointment of Fire 
Chief by the Selectmen, also in other 
appropriations for the department. 

— The article for the Poller depart- 
ment is brief, but may cause discus- 
sion. 

There are 74 articles In the warrant. 
Whether the halt wifi accommodate

...anized Labor Defies United 
States Government in Mat- 
ter of Injunctions. 

IS READY FOR RIG FIGHT 


"■ill of Right*" and Legislative De- 
mands Issued — Harding Completes 
His Cabinet— America Pro- 
tests Japanese Rule Over 
Yap— Near East Con- 
ference in London.

Organized lubor of America has 
wu down before Its “enemies’.’ the 
itlet of challenge to a light to a 
h. The United States govern- 
ls apparently Included among 
those "enemies” and Is boldly defied 
to enforce judicial Injunctions in In- 
dustrial disputes. 

Under the leadership of Samuel 
Gompers the representatives of the

there Is much besides the Injunction 
matter, but that is perhaps the modt 
important. A statement prepared by 
Mr. Gompers was Issued in which the 
injunction us now used is denounced 
us unconstitutional nnd a pure usur- 
pation of power nnd authority. The 
only remedy In tlie hands of the 
workers, continues the statement, “lies 
in a flat refusal on the part of labor 
to recognize or abide by the terms of 
Injunctions which seek to prohibit the 
doing of ucts which the workers have 
a luwful and guaranteed right to do 
oc which seek to compel workers to 
do those things which they have a 
lawful und guaranteed right to refuse 
to do. 

"This is the only Immediate course 
through which labor can find relief, 
and tills course It purposes to pursue. 
Labor realizes fully the consequences 
of such a course, but In the defense 
of American freedom nnd of Amer- 
ican Institutions It Is compelled to 
adopt this course, be the consequences 
what they may." 

Of course If tills threat Is carried 
)ut the result will be the arrest of 
great numbers of working men for 
violations of Injunctions; and. presum- 
ing that the courts und government 
do not yield and that union lubor 
brings Into action all its resources, 
something little short of a state of 
rebellion will follow. Union labor 
thinks that Its very existence us such 
Is threatened by present tendencies 
and conditions. Other citizens must 
see that the threat Is directed ugainst 
the |H‘uce of the nation and all that 
that Involves. Nor will the Informed 
and thinking American accept as tlie 
truth the statement of Gompers, that 
only the Federation of Labor is sav- 
ing the country from Bolshevism. The 
Reds have done und can do much mis- 
chief In America, but there is no real 
danger of their gaining control here 
or upsetting our government. 

Public support and recognition Is 
asked by the lubor leaders for these 
propositions, comprising their “bill of 
rights" : 

The right of the working people to 
organize Into trade unions for the 
protection of their rights and inter- 
ests. 

The right to. and practice of, col- 
lective bargaining by trade unions, 
through representatives of their own 
choosing. 

The right to work, and to cease 
work, collectively. 

The right collectively to bestow or 
withhold patronage. 

The right to the exercise of collec- 
tive activities in furtherance of the 
welfare of labor. 

Their legislative program is sum- 
marized thus: 

“Enactment by congress of legisla- 
tion tn protect the workers In their 
(w-L’sn'aed capacity against the con- 
cern ti mi there Is a property right In 

I • mu lul or. 


“No application of the use of in- 
junctions In industrial disputes where 
they would not apply in the absence 
of such disputes. 

“Prohibition of immigration for not 
less titan two years. 

“More general application of the Ini- 
tiative and referendum In the political 
affairs of the United States nnd of the 
states. 

“Removal by congress of the usurped 
power of courts to declare unconstitu- 
tional laws enacted by congress. 

"Election of Judges. 

“Immediate restoration of exemp- 
tion from, or the repeal of, all anti- 
combination and so-called conspiracy 
laws. 

“Restoration of an ndequate federal 
employment service. 

“Administration of credit ns a pub- 
lic trust In the Interest of all the peo- 
ple. 

“Repeal by the states of all indus- 
trial court laws and all restrictive and 
coercive laws, including tlie so-called 
open port law of Texas, and freedom 
from decisions of courts .holding trade 
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public, nnd thnt oi jir. Davis for sec- 
retary of labor pleased most of the 
organized lubor forces of the country, 
though he is no longer directly con- 
nected with their activities. 

Frank Lowden, having declined ap- 
pointment, Illinois received no pluce 
In the cabinet. Hut many persons are 
hoping thut Mr. Hurding will per- 
suade Charles Dawes of Chlcugo to 
accept the chairmanship of the com- 
mission he will name to reorganize 
tlie executive machinery of tlie gov- 
ernment. Tills position, Mr. Hurding 
holds, will be almost if not quite as 
Important us a pluce In the cublnet 

The two greut agencies of tlie allies 
— the supreme council and the council 
of the League of NutlouB — began ses- 
sions last week, the former in London 
and the latter in I'aris. The league 
council first took up the matter of 
amendments to the covenant, and, be- 
cause the attitude of the incoming ad- 
ministration in America was in doubt, 
the question was referred to a com- 
mittee which will not report before 
April. This gives Mr. Hardlug time to 
define his position on the league. 
Then the mandates were brought up 
for consideration, and again the 
United States, though not officially 
represented, made Its Influence felt. 
Ambassador Wallace sent word that 
our State department wished to pre- 
sent Its views, and action was halted 
until the note from Washington ar- 
rived. This note, in substance, called 
attention to the fuct that the United 
States lias never given Its consent 
that the island of Yap be Included in 
the territories subjected to the man- 
date of Japan, and declares the gov- 
ernment cannot regard Itself as 
bound by (be terms of that mandate. 
It asked the council to submit the 
question to u uew investigation. 

Secretary Cojby also claimed for 
the United Strftes an equal concern 
gnd interest with the other principal 
allied and * *'1 powers In tlie 
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tlon until the May mooting of tlie 
longue. 

The conference In London dealt 
with the problem of the Near East 
nnd the possibility of . revising tlie 
Sevres treaty. Turkish delegations 
representing both the Constantinople 
nnd the Angora governments were 
present nnd the first part of the week 
was wasted In their efforts to get to- 
gether nnd present n detailed state- 
ment of tlielr desires. They finally 
agreed on demands that Thrace, Smyr- 
na nnd the Dardanelles be restored to 
Turkey, and objections to the polit- 
ical, economic nnd financial control 
exercised by the allies. However, 
Rechud Pnshn speaking for both 
groups, assured the conferees that 
both sections would accept the de- 
cision of the allies. The demand that 
the custody of the Dardanelles be re- 
signed again to the Turks enused 
much surprise nnd unfavorable com- 
ment, even among the French dele- 
gates, who have been generally on the 
side of Turkey In the present contro- 
versy. Tlie Greeks remain uncompro- 
mising in their demand that the treaty 
of Sevres stand virtually unaltered, 
nnd it was considered possible tha 
great powers might permit them to 
try to hold their positions In Turkey, 
though without assistance from the 
allies. 

According to advices from Co 
tlnople, tlie Bolshevist^ In the 
casus region have bpgun w 
against the republic OT Georgia . 
already have occupied considerable 
territory. First dispatches said the 
Reds, under command of Budenny, 
had captured Tiflis, the capital, but 
later It was reported they had been 
driven back from the city by the 
hastily gathered Georgian troops. 
There is little doubt of the ability of 
the Bolshevists to overrun Georgia 
nnd rench Erzerum, there establishing 
contact with the forces of Mustapliu 
Kemnl Paslm. 

Another Red drive took place In 
Persia and resulted in the capture of 
Teheran, the capital, nnd of tlie shah 
himself. Tills exploit wus carried out 
by several thousands of Persian Cos- 
sacks under Refca Khan, who landed 
on the south shore of the Caspian sen 
nnd marched to Kashin arid thence to 
Teheran. Notwithstanding these 
movements in the enst, tlie great bulk 
of the Russian Bolshevist army 1 h on 
the west border preparing for the big 
spring drive there. 

From Gerinnn news sources comes 
the information thut Montenegro, 
which has never reused to protest 
against the loss of her Identity In the 
formation of the new Jugo-Slnvinn 
state, hns declared a holy war against 
Serbia. Tlie message said two Serbian 
regiments had occupied Cetlnje, the 
Montenegrin capital, nnd t lint the situ- 
ation wns considered serious. 

While the “war" in Ireland wns be- 
ing curried on with renewed vigor by 
both sides, the house of commons last 
week engaged in long und exciting de- 
bates on the Irish question. At one 
time, In rejecting un opposition amend- 
ment by u vote of 257 to 88 the bouse 
placed Its seul of approval on the gov- 
ernment's Irish policy. Lord Robert 
Cecil made his debut us whip of the 
opposition party In an effective 
speech In which he demanded that a 
parliamentary commission make an 
Impartial investigation of the alleged 
atrocities in Ireland. Sir Ilamar 
Greenwood wanied the house that the 
conspiracy of the Sinn Fein was now 
dlrectad against England; and he told 
of a captured document which showed 
an appropriation of £30,000 a mouth 
for the “republican army," most of 
which money, he asserted. Came from 
Irlsh-Ameriean8. 

Justice Cohalan of the Supreme 
court of New York, one of the most 
obnoxious of the anti-English Irish- 
men in this country, uiude himself 
more ridiculous than usual last week 
by voicing.

American rice is ns good 11s that 
grown anywhere In the world ; and 
with last year's crop about a fourth 
larger than ever before the housewife 
should plan to use more rice in the 
family meals, advise specialists of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Except In the South, rice has never 
been so popular In this country as It 
deserves to be. It Is relatively cheap, 
easily digested, so mild In flavor that 
It combines exceptionally well with 
meat, cheese, and fruits and vegeta- 
bles of pronounced flavor. Bound 
for pound It supplies ns much fuel 
for the body as does white flour, corn- 
meal and most of the other cereals. 
Moreover, rice can be served In so 
many ways that no family need grow 
tired of It 

Good Served Hot or Cold. 

As a breakfast cereal, rice Is good 
served either hot or cold with milk or 
cream or with fruit. If the rice Is 
cooked in milk in a double boiler (one 
quart milk to one cupful dry rice), It 
la especially nutritious and has a rich- 
er flavor than when boiled In water. 

As a starchy food to eat with meat 
some persons prefer rice to potatoes, 
and many others would like It If It 
were always flaky and well-seasoned. 
Boiled rlee Is not sticky when washed 
thoroughly, cooked in plenty of water, 


he Imnglned In a medium shnde of 
gray satin, very lustrous nnd supple.

and drained as soon aa the grains be- 
come soft. Overcooking and using 
too little salt are common mistakes 
that have prejudiced many persons 
against rice as a part of the meat 
course. 

For use In soups, rice Is one of the 
best of ull the cereals. It may be 
cooked In the soup stock, or left-overs 
of cooked rice inuy he, added Just be- 
fore the soup is served. Soups or 
gravies may also he thickened with 
the water In which rice has been 
boiled. 

As a basis for scalloped and stewed 
dishes substantial enough to he used 
as the malu course of u meal, rice is 
excellent. Relatively small amounts 
of some of the higher-priced foods can 
in this way be made to go further. 

Many attractive salads can be made 
by combining cooked rice with left- 
over portions of fish, meat, or vege- 
tables. 

Rice desserts have long been stand- 
bys in the American household, but 
new ones are constantly being added 
to the list. Some of the simplest rice 
desserts are best, and are particularly 
good for children. For example, either 
hot or cold boiled rice* is very good 
served with Jelly, Jam, or marmalade, 
maple syrup, or cinuamon and sugar, 
or a sauce of fresh, crushed fruits. 

The following recipes for cooking 
rice have been tested In the experi- 
mental kitchen of the United States 
Department of Agriculture: 

Boiled Rice. 

1 cupful rice. water. 

4 or 6 quarts boiling 1 teaspoonful salt. 

Wash the rice through several wa- 
ters, until all the loose starch la re- 
moved, and drain it. Have the boil- 
ing water — salted — ready In a deep 
saucepan ; slowly drop In the rice, and 
allow It to boll rapidly l’or about IS or 
20 minutes or until a grain pressed 
between the thumb aud finger is en- 
tirely soft. In order to prevent It 
from slicking to the pan, lift the rice, 
If necessary, from time to time with 
a fork, but do nut stir it, for stirring 
la likely to break the grains. When 
sufficiently cooked, turn the rice into 
a colander or sieve, and after the wa- 
ter has drained off, cover with a doth 
and set over a pan of hot water 00 the 
back of thp stove or la the oven; or 


REFRESHMENT FOR CHILDREN 


Danger of Overeating Lessened 
Food Is Served at Tims to Take 
Place of Regular Meal. 


Children’s parties present special 
problems because they give the mother 
the responsibility for feeding other 
people’s children. One dunger of such 
occasions — that of overeuting — will be 
lessened If the refreshments are served 
at such a time as to take the place 
of one of the regular meals of the day. 
The same care should be taken In se- 
lecting foods as In the case of the 
ordinary meals. 

No hard, tough, rich, or highly sea- 
soned foods should be served, say 
food specialists of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. Cocoa or 
some other milk drink, fruit, sand- 
wiches, Ice cream or • gelatin dessert, 
plain frosted cake, and simple candles 
make a good bill of fare.

A well-made omelet or souffle la a 
dish that tempts most people.

Make croutons by cutting stale bread 
Into one-third-inch cubes ; fry In but- 
ter until crisp and well browned. 
Beat five eggs slightly, add four ta- 
blespoonfuls of cream or milk, one- 
half tcaspoonful of aalt, one-elghtb 
teaspoonful of pepper, und the 
browned* croutons. But two table- 
spoonfuls of butter In a hot omelet 
pan, end when the butter Is melted 
and hot turn in the mixture. As It 
cooks prick and pick up with a fork 
until the whole Is of a uniform, creamy 
consistency. Increase the heat and 
brown quickly underneath, then fold 
and turn on a hot platter; garnish 
with sprigs of parsley end serve.

Shortly before the new store was 
completed the old store caught- lire 
after midnight the week before 
Thanksgiving and of course was 
burned flat, as there was no Are de- 
partment and but one engine In town 
the Washington; housed on “Burying 
Hill", North Weymouth, about half 
way between Norton street end the 
left-hand cemetery gate, which got 
there too late to be of much service. 
Tbe “Little Adams” (so-called) an old 
handtub owned 'by the Weymouth Iron 
Co. was credited with saving the Biclo- 
nell woodshed. This engine might 
have been and perhaps was the first 
fire engine ever built, without orna- 
ment or paint, and with no Buctlon 
hose, Just a tank, and with two pumps 
worked by brakes at the end like 
a “Hunneman” throwing for about 
two minutes unless constantly replen- 
ished from buckets, a stream of 40 
flet more or less. The day following 
the lire the boys were allowed to use 
it, and all day long we dragged, it 
butfk and forth from the herring brook. 
The stream above the new cement 
bridge was then much wider and 
shallower, teams being driven through 
to let the horses drink. Here wjth 
buckets we filled the tank) and helped 
by John P. Lovell’s old horse “Bob 
Logie” we drew It up the hill ant. 
emptied it upon the ruins. Ben Lovell 
because of “Bob Logie/’ of course was 
our foreman. That was indeed Ira 
eventful day, but even better days 
were to come. After the ruins had 
somewhat cooled we spent most ot 
our time out of school digging In the 
ashes. Our most valuable finds were 
big copper cents in all stages of dis- 
figuration and these we scraped, soaked 
In vinegar and those that faintly re- 
sembled their former state went over 
the counter of their former owner. 
There must have been hundreds of 
them. They got at last tc be a 
nuisance to Mr. Loud and his clerks. 
After a while they went out of circula- 
tion and later it was said that they 
were held back as they caine In and 
finally buried in the meadow back of 
the store. 

During the fire an Incident occurred 
that made a lot of fun for all us 
boys, except one “Blunimux” Burrell. 
Among the thousand and one things 
in stock was a quantity of gunpowder 
trad many feared the result of its 
explosion. "Blummux” heard the talk 
and though be had never heard of 
“Safety First” he acted on the prin- 
cipal. going up to the corner of Station 
street to await the explosion. Prob- 
ably didn't hear one. but he surely 
heard from us the next day. “Blum- 
mux” denied It of course, but It didn't 
go and it was long before he heard 
the last of it. 

Mr. Loud prospered for many years 
in liU new location. Those were the 
best days of the Weymouth Iron Co. 
and most of their workmen bought 
about everything at his store, and he 
drew nearly all tbe wages on tbe 
monthly pay day at the office in the 
stone building near the car. barn. 

Then came a change, first competi- 
tion, then alter struggling for years 
"tbe Co.” with other New England 
lion works was forced intq bankrupt- 
c> by the competition of the Penasyl-

On the feeding of the flock depends 
to a large extent not only the general 
health of the birds, but also the 
economy which promotes success. It 
is a subject, however, which should be 
studied with a large amount of com- 
mon sense, for there are no bnrd and 
fast rules which can be laid down as 
applying to every case. The price of 
feeds nnd the general environment 
should be considered In determining 
the right rations, say poultry special- 
ists of the United States Department 
of Agriculture. 

For the largest profit a good pro- 
portion of the eggs should be secured' 
during the winter. If two extra egfcs 
a week can be obtained from each hen 
a good profit will be made, while If 
the product is Increased by only one 
egg a week In winter, this one egg will 
pay for all the feed the hen eats. To 
obtain this greater production not 
only should the fowls be young and 
of a good laying breed, but the feeder 
should have full knowledge of the 
proper feed nnd Its preparation. 

The niitriment in the feed of laying 
bens serves a twofold purpose — to re- 
pair waste and furnish heat to the 
body and to supply the egg-making 
materials. As only the surplus over 
what Is needed for the body Is avail- 
able for egg production, the proper 
feeds should be fed In sufficient quan 
t itios to Induce this production. 

In supplying feed to fowls there are 
three kinds of constituents which 
should be present in , certain fairly 
well-fixed proportions if the desired 
results are to be obtained most eco- 
nomically. These constituents are 
mineral, nitrogenous and carbona- 
ceous; all which nre contnlned In corn, 
wheat, oats and barley, but not In the 
right proportions to give the greatest 
egg yield. In addition *ome nnlmnl 
feed and green feed should be sup- 
plied.

A SIMPLE LINE TELEGRAPH. 

Far from Its being difficult or ex- 
pensive to build, a line telegraph Is 
something which you nnd your chum 
next door can easily and Inexpensively 
Install to operate from house to house. 
In Fig, 1 1 have shown a very simple 
scheme, one which requires for each

a small screw (F) for pivoting the 
lever tn position. Nall the stsndnrd 
to the center of the length and width 
of a base 3 Inches M-lde and 7 Inches 
long. 

I’repnre the three binding-post 
plates O, H nnd I (Fig. 2), like that 
shown In Fig. 0, out of short pieces of 
tin (Fig. 7) bent In half, nnd punched 
for screMcye binding-posts. 

Near the knob end of the key, drive 
a Mire stnple over the lever Into the 
base (K, Fig. 2), and connect the op- 
posite end of the lever to binding-post 
plate G by means of a short spiral 
spring (J). The purpose of the spring 
Is to throw lever A Into contact with 
stnple K. Drive a brass bended tack 
(L) Into the base directly below tnck 
D. Now for the wiring. Connect a 
piece of wire to one leg of staple K, 
run It down through the base and 
along a *groove In the bottom to the 
rear end, up through a hole In the 
base, and connect to binding-post plate 
I. Connect another wire to tnck L, 
run It doM’n through a hole In the 
block, along n groove In the bottom, 
up through a hole, nnd connect to 
blndlng-portt ptnte H. See dotted lines 
(Fig. 2). This completes the key. 

By examining the wiring diagram of 
Fig. 1, you will readily understand 
how to run the wires, nnd how the

Large Appropriations 

At Town Meeting 


Probably one of the quietest and per- 
haps the quicker of Town Meetings 
that has occurred in Weymouth undet 
iT aystem that has been in practice 
nearly 300 years, occurred Monday 
night at Odd Fellows hall, East Wey- 
mouth. 

Tho attendance was not as large as 
many had been led to believe or an- 
ticipate it would be. Perhaps many 
stayed at home, not 'wishing to get 
Into a crowded hall; so that their were 
seats for everybody ffml a iew over 
for those that did attend. 

A goodly number of ladies exercised 
this their first privilege to sit and 
deliberate, if they so cured, with the 
other voters on any article in the 
war Jan t. 

But none tou . advantage of this, 
which may prove to be their last 
chance in the old form of town govern- 
ment. 

As the yea and nay votes came on 
the warrant questions, one would often 
hear the soft feminine voices above 
the others, showing that the new vot- 
ers were taking part in the voting. 

Too much credit cannot be given 
to the (presiding officer for the very 
prompt way, clear ennunciation and 
impartial rulings as he discharged his 
duties In the Bmooth and pleasant way 
tho meeting was conducted. It was a 
ci edit to the town and all its voters 
and perhaps a surprise or a little dis- 
appointment to the new voters who 
had heard many tales of long 
heated arguments, eloquent speeches 
and all that have made town meetings 
famous for length and excitment. 

TOWN MEETING 

The 296th town meeting of Wey- 
mouth wm duly called to order at 7. SO 
Monday evening by Town Clerk Mer- 
chant. On* the motion of Hon. George 
Tj. Barnes, duly seconded and carried 
the reading of all the Articles was 
dispensed with and the Town Clerk 
read only the closing statement, that 
the constable had duly notified all the 
voters of the date, time and place and 
nature of the business of those here 
assembled. 

A motion bv Prince Tirrell placed 
♦he name of Georre L. Bnvees in nom- 
ination fov Moderator, which was sec- 
onded and carried. Mr. Barnes thpn 


assumed the chair for tho work of the 
evening, after being duly sworn by 
Town Clerk Merchant.

The bearing the Articles containing 
appropriations that were passed at 
the Town Meeting will Jiuvo on the 
lax rote this year, shows that tho 
town must raise the sum of $430,841.23 
besides tho $03,112.50, under the Head- 
ing Water Department. 

With only one exception' all the 
recommendations of the Appropriation 
committee were accepted; the excep- 
tion being in Article 42, which calls 
for $500 for Emerson street. 

This means that unless there, arises 
some extfaordinary expenditure, or 
subsequent town meetings make ad- 
ditional appropriations the tux rate 
will be about the same as last year. 
This also depends on. a fair amount 
of new building for the new year, for 
there is no place where anv big In- 
crease in the present valuation can 
be made, except in new construction. 

A Boston paper reports that only 
four women uttended the Town Meet- 
ing. but in justice to the latter and 
their first town meeting, the poll 
check list shows there were three 
times the above number present. 

A* to the male voters Wards 2 and 
G were represented the best, with a 
few more in attendance from Ward 1 
than from Wards 3, 4, and C, where 
the honors were about eveiv. 

The total on the check list showed 
nearly 340 answering to their names. 

MEETING OP SELECTMEN 

A brief meeting of the Board wm 
held lost Monday, followed by a longer 
session of the Overseers of the Poor. 

The Board does not genenrally meet 
election day, but in order to clear up 
unfinished business it will meet. Next 
week there will be a meeting of both 
old and new boards.

NEW PASTOR 

Rev. Dr. Charles H. Murch, Hvho has 
accepted a call to become pastor of 
the Second Unlversallst church 
preached his first sermon last Sunday 
morning. Mr. Murch was born In Bos- 
jton, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
L. Murch. Ho received his elementary 
'education In the Rice school and at- 
tended Boston Lntin nnd Penetant 
Seminary and upon graduating ac- 
cepted a position ns teacher in the 
Cook school at Havana. Cuba. In 1887 
he entered Colgate College, N. Y., and 
graduated In 1891 ns a Presbyterian 
and in 1893 he graduated from the 
Hamilton Theological Seminary. In 
1895 he accepted the pastorate lit 
Morningside. N. Y„ of the First ‘Pres- 
byterian church, having after a period 
of two years, to preach in the Union 
Institutional church at Buffalo. N. Y„ 
remaining there for three years when 
he resigned to take the Union church 
in Buffalo, where his Sunday school 
had an enrollment of 2500 pupils. 

In 1910 Dr. Murch became tt Univer- 
salist and conducted drives fern chari- 
table and educntionalHinstitutions of 
that denomination, lator filling pas- 
torates in Hudson nnd Canton. N. Y. 

At the breaking out of the World 
War he left, for overseas service with 
I the Y. M. C. A. and was later trans 


ferred to the French linos, where ho 
carried oh welfare work until he was 
sent homo as a casual, having been 
gassed and wounded. Since lits re- 
covery he has conducted dtives for 
educational nnd hospital organizations 
in Toronto, Can.; Santonie, Texas; and 
Little Rock. Arkansas. 

Dr. Murch is married and lies three 
children. Mrs. C. E: S. Sanrfwnld of 
New York, Miss Gladys Murch'nt home 
and Charles H. Murch Jr. of Roches 
ter. N. Y. 

The^ subject chosen by Dr. Murch 
for hi£ first sermon was "Man”, nnd 
he was greeted by an unusually large 
audience; ho said in part - 

"If man,' were to know himself he 
sliortld be a student of nuthrofrology, 
anatomy, physiology, psychology and 
histology and to discard tho frightful 
burden of fear that humanity nas car- 
ried over for the last 500,000 years." 

With the advent of a new pastor 
all tho departments have showed a 
largo gain with increased interest in 
tiieir work. Several special meetings 
have been called and the Y. P. C. U. 
has announced a "Rally" and sunner 
for the t young people of Son’ll Wey- 
mouth nnd nearby towns to be held 
on Sunday night, March 20.

Allies, Rejecting the Counter-Pro- 
posal of the Germans, 

Issue an Ultimatum 

Will OCCUPY RHINE CITIES 


Armed Force Will Be Applied Imme- 
diately— 'French Troops Ready to 
Move — President Harding's Inau- 
gural Address Indicates His 
Attitude Toward League 
of Nations.

This wus followed by an ultimatum 
In which the German delegates were 
informed that If Germnny did not ac- 
cept the fundamental conditions laid 
down by the supreme council in Paris 
the bllles would tuke immediate steps. 
First of these steps will be the occupa- 
tion by allied troops of the cities of 
Duisburg, Dusseldorf and Uuhrort ; 
second, euch allied country will place 
on German merchandise such a tux as 
It may deem proper; third, a customs 
boundury will be established nlong the 
Rhine under ullled control. Germnny, 
said Premier Lloyd George in Ills reply 
to the German proposal, would be per- 
mitted to suggest no moditlcatlous of 
the Paris decisions except us to con- 
ditions of payment 

Doctor Simons answered that the 
German position had been misunder- 
stood, and that he would reply on 
Monday to the ultlmutum. 

Brit-Uy stated, Simons proposed that 
Germuuy puy the ullies us war repu- 
rutlons ubout 30,000,000,000 gold murks 
— approximately $7. 500, 000,000 — which 
is ubout one-seventh of the sum de- 
uiuudcd by the ullies. Also, the offer 
wus conditioned on two provisions, 
that Germany be accorded free com- 
mercial privileges throughout the 
world, und thut Upper Silesia, where 
u plebiscite soon is to be held, shull 
remain Gerrnun. 

Especially impudent wus the sugges- 
tion to cupitulize Germany’s repara- 
tion payments through uu interna- 
tional louu to be divided urnoug allied 
countries und held free from taxation 
In all countries. This meuut that the 
Germans wuut the ullies to furnish 
them the money to puy their debts by 
allowing the Germans to offer so at- 
tractive un Investment thut It would 
outshine other securities und be mude 
still more attractive through the sur- 
render of tax revenues by the allied 
governments. 

Meanwhile the French, anticipating 
the outcome of the conference, were 
getting ready to enforce payment by 
Germany. Their plans for military 
action were prepared und submitted 
by Marshal Foch, and after prolonged 
discussion Lloyd George was per- 
suaded to agree to Great Britain's par- 
ticipation In the use of urmed force. 
A French officer In London said French 
loug-ruuge guns had ulrcudy been 
moved forwurd to u position from 
wliich they commanded Essen where 
the Krupp works are located. Field 
artillery, cavalry and tank and ar- 
mored cur formations were held in 
readiness for the udvauce, und the air 
aquudrons were awaiting the word to 
"take off.” At Coblenz it was stated 
that the American troops, in the event 
of an unit'd advance, would merely 
routiuue to occupy the actual lines 
bow held by them. 

Belgium Is ready to act with France 


and Britnin In the Bssen-Dusseldorf 
district. She had 13,000 troops on the 
Rhine and has sent two more divi- 
sions there. The French hnve 150,000 
men In the occupation zone and 200,- 
000 In reserve close by. 

Among the Interesting side-lights 
on the “poor mouth" presented by the 
Germans • Is the Information nflTordea 
by a relluble American oflicer who has 
recently made a thousand-mile motor 
car trip through the chief agricultural 
and Industrial districts of Germany. 
He says that Germany can pay the 
sums demanded; that he saw every- 
where amazing evidence of productive 
labor and growing wealth. 

All American eyes were turned 
toward Washington on Friday when 
Warren G. Harding was inaugurated 
President, and all American ears were 
open to hear what he had to say of 
the policies that shall control his ad- 
ministration. The ceremonies were 
Simple und dignified, In conformity 
with the wishes of Mr. Harding. The 
new President, In his address, left no 
one in doubt as to his attitude townrd 
the League of Nations ns now consti- 
tuted. Much of what he said was de- 
voted to the general subject of inter- 
national relations. He asserted that 
America had proved the wisdom of 
its inherited policy of non-lnvolveinent 
In old world affairs; that It can be a 
party to no permanent mllltnry alli- 
ance ; tliat It ( can enter into no polit- 
ical commitments nor ussume any 
economic obligations “which will sub- 
ject our decisions to any other than 
our own authority." At the same time, 
he said, America Is ready to associate 
itself with all other nations for con- 
ference und counsel ; to seek ways to 
bring about approximate disarma- 
ment; to promote mediation, concilia- 
tion and arbitration, and to establish 
a world court for the disposition of 
Justiciable questions submitted by 
agreement. 

To Ids fellow citizens President 
Harding made an eloquent plea for 
“the resumption of our onward, nor- 
mal way,” for 'sane reconstruction 
after the devastation of war, for re- 
adjustment with care and courage 
without any wild experiments. Said 
he: “We must face a condition of 
grim reality, charge off our losses nnd 
start nfresh." For his part, he prom- 
ised administrative efficiency nnd 
economy, lightened tax burdens, ade- 
quate credit facilities, sympathetic 
concern for all agricultural problems, 
omission 6f unnecessary Interference 
of government in business, and nn 
end to government’s experiment In 
business. 

Among the Interesting tilings which 
Mr. llurdlng hopes to bring about, ac- 
cording to unofficial announcement, Is 
the creation of a “ministry of de- 
fense" under a cubinet oflicer, to con- 
trol the nutionul defenses on lurid, on 
seu und in the air. Tills, of course, 
would mean the consolidation of the 
War and Navy departments. It is 
said the pluu meets the upprovul of 
both Secretary of War Weeks and 
Secretary of the Navy Denby, and 
that both of them liuve agreed to give 
wuy if the plan is adopted. 

In the last hours of its life the 
congress reuched agreement on the 
army appropriation bill and It went 
through with provisions fixing the 
strength of the arm|; for the next 
year ut 150,000. The house had put 
the figure at 150,000 and the senate 
wanted 175,000, so the result is a 
compromise in which the upper 
house yielded most. The bitterest 
struggle was over the naval appro- 
priation bill in the senate, the con- 
troversy being over the $100,000,000 
added to It by the navul committee. 
This fight prevented the passage of a 
number of measures, among them the 
soldiers’ bonus bill, against which 
Senator Thomas of Colorado threat- 
ened to filibuster. 

Contrary to predictions, the house 
Judiciary committee took the charges 
against Judge Landis In all serious- 
ness, and presented a report recom- 
mending that they be fully investi- 
gated by the next congress. The re- 
;>ort said thut if it were true that 
Judge Landis hud accepted the posi- 
tion of baseball arbiter while holding 
his Judlclul position — and of course 
that is true — his action wus “at least 
inconsistent with the full and ade- 
quate performance of the duty of 
United States District Judge, and that

said act would constitute a serious Im- 
propriety on- the pnrt of the Judge." 

.Tude Landis’ reply to this was to 
refer to his statement of last Decem- 
ber, when he said : "They will never 
impeach me. If both houses of con- 
gress by n majority vote pass a reso- 
lution expressing disappointment at 
my attempt to benefit 10,000,000 per- 
sons who hnve a whole-hearted Inter- 
est In hnsebnll, I will send my resig- 
nation ns a federal Judge to Wash- 
ington by telegram.” 

John Skelton Williams retired 
Wednesday as comptroller of the cur- 
rency, and In accepting his resigna- 
tion President Wilson took occasion 
to comment on the “gross Injustice" 
done Mr. Wllllnins by the sennte’bnnk- 
lng committee, which had prevented 
his confirmation. One of Mr. Wil- 
liams’ last official acts was to charge 
the United States Steel corporation 
with exacting excessive nnd unjusti- 
fied prices for its iron nnd steel prod- 
ucts. The accusation was vigorously 
denied by E. H. Gary, chnlrmnn of 
the corporation. 

The house committee which investi- 
gated the doings of the shipping 
bourd made a report recommending 
the transfer of the functions of the 
bonrd to nn executive department be- 
cause whut is needed Is more central- 
ization of administrative authority 
than can be hnd with n large board. 
The committee found there hail been 
waste. Inefficiency and lack vk co- 
ordination in the work of the board, 
‘but found no evidence “to prove that 
dishonest or fraudulent motives ac- 
tuated any member of the shipping 
bonrd of trustees of the Emergency 
Fleet corporation.” Specifically, 
Charles M. Schwab and R. W. Boll- 
ing, brother-in-law of Mr. Wilson, 
were exonerated from charges of In- 
terested nction. In general, the board 
was praised for "the most remark- 
able achlevqtnent In shipbuilding the 
world has ever seen." 

A small side door In the temple of 
Janus has been thrown open In honor 
of Panama and Costa Rica, which 
smnll republics seeqi determined to 
go to wur over Coto, a piece of ter- 
ritory which contains valuable oil de- 
posits nnd which is claimed by both. 
Indeed, hostilities already have bro- 
ken out, a “battle" has been fought 
and several soldiers have been killed. 
A small detachment of Costa Ricans 
that had occupied the disputed terri- 
tory was attacked by a Panaman force 
nnd defeated. The excitement In both 
countries is Intense, and in the city 
of Panama a war-mail mob even at- 
tacked the presidential nmnsiop be- 
cause President Porrns had ill .Jared 
himself in favor of a diplomat set- 
tlement of the quarrel. At latt it re- 
ports Costa Itlcan forces were be- 
ing rushed to the Coto district. It 
was believed some of them would be 
landed on the eastern shore of 
Burlca point to cut off the Panainans 
from their supplies. As this shore 
was given to Pnuama under the arbi- 
tration ruling of Chief Justice White 
In 1014, It was feared the United 
States might be Involved, under the 
assumption that it Is obligated to pro- 
tect the territorial integrity of Pan- 
ama. 

Many stories, more or less detailed, 
of widespread revolt in Russia qpulnst 
the soviet rule buve been coming to 
the outer woyld, usually by way of 
Finland. Hundreds of thousands of 
workmen, hungry, cold and without 
employment, were said to have opened 
war on the Bolshevik urmles and rul- 
ers, and, especially In Petrogrud. there 
were heavy casualties. These reports 
lacked confirmation, und were de- 
clared false by the soviet authorities. 
Recent dispatches from Helsingfors 
said the soviet government had not 
lost control and that Lenin wus prom- 
ising the workmen ull the relief in 
his power. 

In the death of Chump Clark of 
Missouri, former siieaker, the country 
lust u distinguished citizen und the 
Democratic- party one of its strongest 
members. He never entirely recov- 
ered from his defeat for the presiden- 
tial nomination in the Bultimore con- 
vention and of, late yeurs had been 
comparatively inactive, but his life 
record is oue of earnest and at P mes 
eminent labor for his country.

FAKE PASSPORTS TO AMERICA 

Paris Police Arrest Suspects With 
Counterfeit Polish Blank 
Forms and 8tamps. 

Puns. — Scores of counterfeit Polish 
passports have been Issued in the last 
few weeks to persons going to the 
United States, according to the Paris 
police, who say they were sold for from 
500 to 1,000 francs to persons to whom 
the authorized Polish consulate refused 
to give vises. 

A traveling hag full of blank forms 
nnd rubber stamps, one of which wns 
the counterfeit American form, was 
taken by the police who watched a 
bogus consulate until a man known ns 
the former Russian Lieutenant Szl- 
nninskv went there for his outfit.

1914, the ad- 
vance guard of the army of Gen. von 
Kluck was brought to hull a little 
less than 15 miles from Purls.

IN SEVERE COLD 

TWo Popular Anti-Freezing Sub- 
stances Wil Prevent Serious 
Damage in Winter. 

CHLORIDE IS CHEAP 


It Should Bo Carefully Tooted aa It 

Frequently Contains Impurltlsa 
and Fret Aelde— Alcohol lo 
Somewhat Expansive. 

There are two popular and enstly 
obtained antifreezing substances 
which* when used In proper propor- 
tions will prevent the radlntor con- 
tents from suffering damage during 
cold weather, according to Ernest 
Coler In Motor Life. The first of these 
la calcium chloride, the other alcohol. 

Calcium chloride comes In the form 
of a salt, and Is sold under Its own 
name as well as under various pro- 
prietary names whteh usually indicate 
Its freeze-proofing quality. When pur- 
chased In the open market calcium 
chloride Is cheapest as well ns most 
uncertain ; It should be tested care- 
fully, since it frequently contains Im- 
purities and free acids which attack 
aluminum as well ns the metal and 
•older of radiators. Blue litmus pnper, 
when moistened with a calcium chlo- 
ride solution containing acids will 
turn pink. The salt may be neutralized 
by the addition of soda nsh or am- 
monia until the litmus paper no longer 
turns pink. 

Amount to Use. 

The amount of calcium chloride to 
be used In the cooling system depends 
on the temperatures likely to be en- 
countered nnd the cnpnclty of the 
radlntor. Two pounds of calcium 
chloride added to each gallon of wa- 
ter will keep the mixture from ■ 
freezing at temperatures not lower 
than 19 degrees Fahrenheit. Three 
pounds per gallon will withstand a 
temperature as low as two and a half 
degrees Fahrenheit. Four pounds of 
calcium chloride in each gallon of wa- 
ter will not freeze at 16 degrees below 
zero. 

The calcium chloride should be dis- 
solved In hot water, nnd care should 
be exercised that none of the mixture 
Is spilled over the radiator or other 
parts on which It Is apt to leave a 
somewhat unsightly white deposit 

Whatever It lost of the mixture by 
evaporation should be replenished 
from a snturnted solution of calcium 
chloride in water. Such saturated so- 
lution Is made up by adding the salt 
to hot water until the liquid refuses 
to dissolve more of the salt and a 
layer of undissolved calcium chloride 
remains at the bottom of the container. 

Cleaning Essential. 

A point of great importance Is to 
clean the radiator thoroughly before 
rendering It freeze-proof with calcium 
chloride solution. This cleaning Is 
perhaps most competently done by one 
of the radiator cleaning compounds 
sold by dealers. The cleaning Itself 
serves a twofold purpose. It frees the 
radiator from accumulated rust, scale 
and dirt, and Incidentally is apt to 
open tiny leaks which previous to the 
cleaning were kept closed by dirt. If 
the cleaning were neglected the cal- 
cium chloride solution would open 
these small leaks in short order, the 
solution, leaking out, would render the 
spot unsightly, and a certain chemical 
action would be set up at the mixture's 
exit. All thfs Is avoided, however, if 
the radiator Is cleaned out and ull 
leaks are repaired before the cooling 
system Is filled with antifreeziug solu- 
tion. 

Denatured alcohol, enjoys well-de- 
served popularity with motorists who 
during cold weather render their radia- 
tors and engine Jackets immune to 
damage by adding alcohol to the wa- 
ter. The advantages of alcohol nre 
that it does not have any destructive 
action on rubber connections or on 
motal, that it will not forfa deposits 
of foreign matter and produces no 
electrolytic effects. The drawbacks of 
alcohol — If they may be called such — 
are, that it Is somewhat expensive, 
and that It holls at lower temperatures 
than water, and must therefore be re- 
plenished from time to time.

Unfortunately our eyes me not like 
those of the lobster, mounted on long 
posts nnd sticking out of our heads. 
If they were we should have little 
trouble seeing Into a transmission or 
engine cylinder. Since we are handi- 
capped by nature’s mistake, we must 
make the best of the situation and 
use tools or devices to suit the occa- 
sion. 

Illustrated below Is a combination 
mirror nnd lamp, which can be used 
for Inspecting the Inside of the en- 
gine, the transmission, or the differ- 
ential. 

The mirror should not be more than 
two Inches In diameter, the Intnp bulb 
a regular six-volt nnd operated from 
the storage battery. 

There are two features to be con- 
sidered In mnklng the device. First, 
flexibility, and second. Illuminating 
qualities. Obviously the light will be 
of hut little use unless It is mounted 
on n flexible tube.

With 
this sort of a tubing, the light and mir- 
ror may he put Into nlmost inaccessi- 
ble places and conditions Inspected.

If the 
bulb Is located below the mirror, on 
the tube, It will shine In the eyes of 
the operator. The best location Is 
shown, at the top of the mirror, where 
It can be shielded from the operator’s 
eyes, yet give maximum illumination.

BURIED WITH THEIR HUSBAND 

Wives of Msmbore of tho Barau Tribe 
of tho Congo Are Interred With 
' tho Corpse. 

The Rnroa tribe In the Congo dis- 
trict of Africa have a number of 
strange and hoyrlhle customs, but of 
them all their burial customs are the 
most terrible. When a man dies ^ 
large grave Is dug. The corpse and 
his wives— these may be anywhere 
from two to twenty — are escorted to 
the hole with wild music and the In- 
terested attendance of the entire tribe. 
The chief wife Is thrust Into the hole, 
and the corpse Is then lowered. The 
second wife follows. The dead man’s 
relatives then proceed to break the 
arms and legs of the two wives so 
they cannot get out of the hole. The 
head of the corpse Is placed In the lap 
of the hend wife, and the feet In the 
lap of the second wife. 

The rest of the wives are then thrust 
Into the hole, their limbs broken, and 
they are forced to sit In a circle about 
the corpse and Its human supporters. 
The priest chants a few words, and 
everyone foils to with rude shovels, 
dishing earth into the hole.. They nev- 
er stop until the grave is full and the 
corpse and the living wives burled far 
under the earth. The howls of the 
wives with their broken limbs and fear 
of the terrible death are drowned by 
the banging of drums and the yells of 
the delighted tribe. 


IN THE NAME OF RELIGION! 

Weird and Savage Rites Indulged In 
by the Khlysts, 8ect of 
Russian Fanatics. 

One of the queer religious sects of 
the world Is the Christs or Khlysts of 
Russia. They hold their meetings In 
their churches with hundreds of men, 
women and children attending. After 
prayers and hymns that last until 
midnight they begin a wild dance amid 
sobs and groans. After this con- 
tinues for a while they abandon their 
garments and put on white robes and 
I white stockings. Candles are lighted, 
and a new dance begins that consists 
of rapidly revolving, the men to the 
right, the women to the left. 

In a short time a sort of madness 
falls upon them. They leap, scream, 
beat themselves and each other, In- 
dulge In wild laughter and cries, and 
then begin to tear off the garments | 
with shouts of “It Is coming, the Holy j 
Spirit Is coming 1" They begin to go 
about on all fours, riding on one an- 
other's backs, rolling e'-'nit on the 
floor, biting and scratching one an- 
other, and at last go entirely Insane 
and dash about until they fall ex- 
hausted. By dawn the church floor 
Is covered with naked men, women 
and children, unconscious and blood- 
stained. 

Weather's Effect on Birds. 

Cold and hunger in England has 
driven armies of birds, even the wild- 
est, into streets and gardens and un- 
wonted places. Great flocks of green 
plover, which are singularly shy as a 
rule, appeared in the stackyards and 
paddocks of Hertfordshire villages. In 
Buckinghamshire several thousand 
rooks In a flock was no rarity; and 
old scouts came right up to the back 
doors and competed for their food 
with the poultry and the pigs. In Lon- 
don It was curious to see the plgeono 
feeding busily on the Ice, to the obvi- 
ous Irritation of the gulls, whose bills 
are useless for securing fragments 
from a hard surface. It was hard to 
be defeated by a land bird In their 
own element. Starlings showed even 
greater ability In picking up morsels 
from the floes and even the water of 
the river, a feat very foreign to their 
nature.

■ tracks, Ignoring the warning clanging 
1 of the bell by the motormnn. 


Microbes In 8ugar Bowl. 

About one per cent of the Cuban 
sugar crop, valued at $1,500,000, Is 
each year destroyed by greedy micro- 
organisms too small to be seen except 
when congregated In crowds of mil- 
lions. Molds and bacteria are the 
culprits. It Is estimated that each 
person in the United States consumes 
81.84 pounds of sugar each year. At 
this rate, 873,000 persons could be sup- 
plied with the sugar destroyed by 
germs. The sugar loses Its sweetness 
when the molds consume the sucrose. 
Its "sweetening" principle. 


Marble Cheaper Than Wood.

Making Jots Stick. 

The composition of candles called 
Joss sticks, which are used in all the 
religious ceremonies of Buddhism, has 
long remained a mystery, the lirepura- 
tlon of the sticks being intrusted to 
certain persons chosrti from a limited 
class. Not long ugo, however, there 
aus learned the manuer of making 
Joss sticks in Indo-Chlua. A stem of 
bamboo is rolled in a preparation 
containing 14 different odoriferous 
drugs, two of which are significant, 
as showing a knowledge of chemical 
•nd physical proi>erties. These are 
aconite, which serves to protect the 
■ticks against the attacks of rata 
■nd mice, and camphor, which causes 
them to burn steadily without being 
periodically extinguished.

America Anxious to Participate 
in Any Seemly Program Ukely 
to Lessen Probability of War 
and Promote World Peace. 

ASSOCIATION FOR COUNSEL 

Mako Offensive Warfare So Hateful 

That Governments and Pooploa Who 

Rosort to It Must Provo tho Right- 
eousness of Tholr Cause or Stand as 

Outlaws Before Bar of Civilisation. 

Washington. — The Inaugural Ad- 
dress of President Warren O. Harding 
was as follows: 

My countrymen — When one surveys 
tho world about him after the great 
storm, noting the marks of destruc- 
tion nnd yet rejoicing In the rugged-, 
ness of the things which withstood 
It, If he Is an American he breathes 
the clarified atmosphere with a strange 
mingling of regret and new hope. We 
have seen a world passion spend Its 
fury, but we contemplate a republic 
unsbnken nnd bold our civilization se- 
cure. Liberty — liberty within the law 
—and civilization nre insepnrated, and, 
though both were threatened, we find 
them now secure; nnd there comes to 
Americans the profound assurance 
that our representative government is 
the highest expression nnd purest 
guaranty of both. 

Standing in this presence, mindful 
of the solemnity of this occasion, feel- 
ing the emotions which no one ntny 
know until he senses the great weight 
of responsibility for himself, I must 
utter my belief In the divine inspira- 
tion of the founding fathers. Surely 
there must have been God's intent in 
the making of this new world re- 
public. Ours Is nn organic law which 
hnd but one ambiguity, and we saw 
that effaced In a bnptlsm of sacrifice 
and blood, with union maintained, the 
nation supreme and its concord in- 
spiring. We have seen the world rivet 
Its hopeful gaze on the great truth* 
on which the founders wrought. We 
have seen civil, human and religious 
liberty verified nnd glorified. In the 
beginning, the old world scoffed at our 
experiment; today our foundations of 
political nnd social belief stand un- 
shaken, a precious Inheritance to our- 
selves, an inspiring example of free- 
dom and civilization to all mankind. 
Let us express renewed nnd strength- 
ened devotion in grateful reverence 
for the Immortal beginning and utter 
our confidence In the supreme ful- 
fillment. 

Progress Proves Wisdom 

The recorded progress of our re- 
public, materially and spiritually. It- 
self proves the wisdom of the Inher- 
ited policy of non-envolvement in old 
world uffuirs. Confident of our ability 
to work out our own destiny and 
Jealously guarding our right to do so, 
we seek no part in directing the des- 
tinies of the old world. We do not 
mean to be entangled, we will accept 
no responsibility except as our own 
conscience und judgment, In each In- 
stance, may determine. 

Our eyes never will be blind to a 
developing menace, our ears never 
deaf to the call of civilization. We 
recognize the new order in the world, 
with the closer contacts which prog- 
ress has wrought. We sense the call 
of the human heart for fellowship, 
fraternity und co-operation. We crave 
friendship and harbor no hate. But 
America — our America, the America 
bullded on tiie foundation laid by the 
Inspired fathers, can be u party to no 
permanent military alliance. It can 
enter into no political commitments, 
nor assume any economic obligations 
which will subject our decisions to 
any other titan our own authority. 

1 am sure our own people will not 
misunderstand, nor will the world 
misconstrue. We have no tiiought to 
impede the paths to closer relation- 
ship. We wish to promote understand- 
ing. We want to do our purt in mak- 
ing offensive warfare so hateful that 
governments und peoples who resort 
to it must prove the righteousness of 
their cause or stund as outlaws be- 
fore the bur of civilization. 

Association for Counsel 

We are ready to ussociute ourselves 
with the nations of the world, great 
snd small, for conference, for coun- 
sel. to seek the expressed views of 
world opinion; to recommend a way 
to approximate disarmament und re- 
lieve the crushing burdens of military 
end navul establishments. We elect 
to purtlcipute in suggesting plans for 
mediation, conciliation and arbitra- 
tion und would gladly Join in that 
expressed conscience of progress 
which seeks to clarify and write the 
laws of International relationship and 
establish a world court for the dis- 
position of such Justiclble questions 
as nations are agreed to submit 
thereto, in expressing aspirations In 
seeking practical plans, in translating 
humanity's new concept of righteous- 
ness and Justice and Its hatred of war 
Into recommended action we are 
ready most heartily to unite, but every 
commitment must be made In the ex- 
ercise of our national sovereignty, 
fclnce freedom implied and Independ- 
ence Inspired and nationality exulted 
a world suuer-goveruiueui is coutrary 


to everything we cherish and can have 
no sanction by our republic. This la 
not selfishness ; It la sanctity. It la 
ndt aloofness; It Is security. It Is 
not suspicion of others; It Is patriotic 
adherence to the things which made 
ns what we are. , 

Today, better than ever before, we 
know the aspirations of humnn kind 
and share them. We have come to a 
new realization of our place In the 
world nnd new npprnlsal of our nation 
by the world. The unselfishness of 
these United States Is a thing proven, 
our devotion to peace for ourselves nnd 
for the world Is well established, our 
concern for preserved civilization has 
had Its Impnssloned nnd heroic expres- 
sion. There was no American failure 
to resist the attempted reversion of civ- 
ilization, there will be no failure today 
or tomorrow. ' 

Rests on Popular Will 

The success of our popular govern- 
ment rests wholly upon the correct In- 
terpretation of the deliberate, Intelli- 
gent, dependable populnr will of Amer- 
ica. In a deliberate questioning of a 
suggested change of national policy 
where Internationally was to super- 
cede nationality we turned to ■ refer- 
endum to the Americnn people. There 
wns ample discussion, and there Is a 
public mnndate In manifest under- 
standing. i 

Amerlcn Is rendy to encourage, eager 
to Initiate, anxious to participate In 
any seemly program likely to lessen 
the probability of war and promote 
that brotherhood of mankind which 
must be God's highest conception of 
human relationship. Becnuse we 
cherish blenls of Justice nnd pence, be- 
cause we appraise International comi- 
ty nnd helpful relationship no less 
highly than nny people of the world, 
we aspire to a high place in moral 
leadership of civilization, nnd we hold 
maintained America, the proven repub- 
lic, the unshaken temple of representa- 
tive democracy, to be not only nn In- 
spiration and example, but the highest 
agency of strengthening tood will and 
promoting accord on both continents. 

Mankind needs a world wide bene- 
diction of understanding. It la needed 
among Individuals, among peoples, 
among governments, and it will inaugu- 
rate an era of good feeling to mark a 
birth of a new order. Such under- 
standing men will strive confidently for 
the promotion of their better relation- 
ships and nations will promote the 
comity so essential to peace. 

Trade Tie* Bind Closely 

We must understand that ties of 
trade bind nations In closest Intimacy 
and none may receive except as he 
gives. We have not strengthened ours 
In accordance with our resources or 
our genius, notably on our own conti- 
nent, where a galaxy of republics re- 
flect the glory of new world democra- 
cy, but In the new order of finance and 
trade we mean to promote enlarged 
activities and seek expanded confi- 
dence. 

Perhaps we can make no more help- 
ful contribution by example than prove 
a republic's cupacity to emerge from 
the wreckage of war. While the 
world’s embittered travail did not 
leave us devastated lands nor desolate 
dtles, left no gaping wounds, no breast 
with hate, it did involve us In the de- 
lirium of expenditure. In expanded cur- 
rency and credits, In unbalanced indus- 
try, In unspeakable waste and disturb- 
ed relationships. -While it uncovered 
our portion of hateful- selfishness at 
home, It also revealed the heart of 
America as sound and fearless and 
beating In confidence unfailing. Amid 
It all we hare rlvlted the guze of all 
civilization to Qie unselfishness and the 
righteousness of representative democ- 
racy where our freedom has never 
made offensive warfare, has never 
sought territorial aggrandizement 
througli force, never has turned to the 
arbitrament of arms until reason has 
been exhausted. When the govern- 
ments of the earth shall have estab- 
lished a freedom like our own and 
shall have sanctioned the pursuit of 
peace as we have practiced It, I believe 
the last sorrow and the final sacrifice 
of International warfare will have been 
written. 

Our supreme task Is the resumption 
of our onward, normal way. Recon- 
struction, readjustment, restoration — 
all these must follow. I would like 
to hasten them if it will lighten the 
spirit and add to the resolution with 
which we take up the tusk. Let roe 
repeut : Fur our nation we shall give 
no people Just cuuse to ;nuke wur upon 
us, we hold no nutlonul prejudices, we 
eutertuln no spirit of revenge, we do 
not hute, we do not covet, we dream 
of no conquest nor boast of armed 
prowess. If, despite this attitude, war 
Is aguin forced u(>on us I earnestly 
hope a way may l>e found which will 
unify our Individual and collective 
strength and consecrate all Amerlcu 
materially and spiritually, body and 
soul, to natlonul defense. I cun vision 
the ideal republic where every man 
und woman is called under the flag 
for assignment to duty for whatever 
service, military or civic, the Individual 
Is best fitted ; where we may cull to 
universal service every plant, agency 
or facility, all in the sublime sacrtfcce 
for country, and not one penny of 
wur profit ahull Inure to the benefit 
of private Individual, corporation or 
combination, but all above the normal 
shall flow Into the defense chest of 
the nation There Is something Inher- 
ently wrong, something out of accord 
with the Ideals of representative 
democracy when one portion of our 
cltlzeushlp turns its activities to pri- 
vate gain amid defensive war while 
another la fighting, sacrificing or dy- 
ing for national preservation. 

Unity of Spirit and Purpose 

Out of such universal service will 
come a new unity of spirit and pur- 
pose. a new confidence and couaecrs- 
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tlon, which would make our defense 
Impregnable, our triumphs assured. 
Then we should have little or no dis- 
organization of our economic, Indus- 
trial and commercial systems at home ; 
no staggering war debts, no swollen 
fortunes to flom the sacrifices of our 
soldiers, no excuse for sedition, no 
pitiable slackerlsm, no outrage of 
treason, envy and Jealousy woub^hnve 
no soil for their menacing develop- 
ment, nnd revolution would he with- 
out the pnsslon which engenders It ; a 
regret for the mistakes of yesterday 
must not, however, blind us to the 
tasks of today. Wnr never left such 
nn aftermath, and there has been stag- 
gering loss of life and mensureless 
wastage of materials. Nntlons are 
still groping for return to stable ways. 
Discouraging Indebtedness confronts 
us like nil the war-torn nntlons, and 
these obligations must be provided for. 
No civilization can survive repudia- 
tion. 

We can reduce the abnormal ex- 
penditures, and we will ; we can strike 
at war taxation, t nnd we must. We 
must face the grim necessity, with 
full knowledge thnt the task Is to be 
solved, nnd we must proceed with a 
full realization thnt no statute en- 
acted can repeal the Inexorable laws 
of nature. Our most dangerous tend- 
ency Is to expect too much of gov- 
ernment, and at the same time do for 
It too little. 

We contemplate the Immediate task 
of putting our public household In 
order. We need a rigid nnd yet sane 
economy combined with final Justice, 
and It must be attended by individual 
prudence and 1 thrift, which are so es- 
sentlal to Gds trying hour and reas- 
suring for the future. 

Reflection of War’s Reaction 

The business world reflects the dis- 
turbance of war’s reaction. Herein 
flows the life blood of material exist- 
ence. The economic mechanism Is in- 
tricate and Its parts Interdependent, 
and lias suffered the shocks and Jars 
incident to abnormal demands, credit 
Inflations and price upheavals. The 
normal balances have been Impaired. 
The channels of distribution have been 
clogged, the relations of labor and 
management have been strained. We 
must seek the readjustment with care 
and courage. Our people must give 
and take. Prices must reflect the re- 
ceding fever of war activities. Per- 
haps we never shall know the old 
levels of wage again, because war In- 
variably ’read Justs compensations, and 
the necessuries of life will show their 
Inseparable relationship, but we must 
strive for normalcy to reach stability. 
All the penalties will not be light nor 
evenly distributed. There Is no way 
of making them so. There is no In- 
stant steps from disorder to order. We 
must face a condition of grim reality, 
charge oft our losses and start afresh. 
It is the 'oldest lesson of civilization. 
I would like government to do all It 
can to mitigate, then, In understand- 
ing, In mutuality of interest, of con- 
cern for the common good, our tasks 
will be solved. No altered system 
will work a miracle; any wild experi- 
ment will only add to the confusion. 
Our best assurance lies In efficient 
administration of our present system. 

From Destruction to Production 

The forward course of the business 
cycle Is unmlstakuble. Peoples are 
turning from destruction to produc- 
tion. Industry has sensed the ohanged 
order, and our own people are turning 
to resume their normal, onward wuy. 
The call Is for productive America to 
go on. I know that Congress and the 
administration will favor every wise 
government policy to aid the resump- 
tion and encourage continued progress. 

I speak for administrative efficiency, 
for lightened tax burdens, for sound 
commercial practices, for adequate 
credit facilities, for sympathetic con- 
cern for all agricultural problems, for 
the omission of un necessity interfer- 
ence of government with business, for 
on end to government’s experiment In 
business und for more efficient business 
In government administration. With 
all of this must attend a mindfulness 
of the human 6lde of ull activities, so 
that sodul, Industrial and ecuuomlc 
justice will be squured with the pur- 
poses of a righteous people. With 
the nation-wide Induction of woman- 
hood Into our political life we may 
count upon her intuitions, her refine- 
ments, her Intelligence and her In- 
fluence to exalt the social order. We 
count upon her exercise of the full 
privileges and the performance of the 
duties of citizenship to speed the at- 
tainment of the highest state. 

Prayer for Industrial Peace 

I wish for an America no less alert 
la guarding against dangers from with- 
in than It Is watchful ugalnst enemies 
from without. Our fundamental law 
recognizes no class, no group, no sec- 
tion. There must be none In legisla- 
tion or administration. The supreme 
inspiration is the comiuftn weal. Hu- 
manity hungers for International peuce, 
and we have It with all mankind. My 
most reverent prayer for America is 
for industrial peace, with Us rewards 
widely and generally distributed amid 


the inspirations of equal opportunity. 
No one Justly may deny the Hjnnltty 
of opportunity which made ns what 
we are. We have mistaken unpre- 
paredness to embrace It to be a chal- 
lenge of the reality, nnd due concern 
for making nil citizens fit for partici- 
pation will . give added strength of 
citizenship and magnify our achieve- 
ment. If revolution Insists on over- 
turning established order let other 
peoples mnke the tragic experiment. 
There Is no place for It In America. 
When world war threatened civiliza- 
tion we pledged our resources nnd our 
liven to our preservation, and when 
revolution threatens we unfurl the flag 
of law and order nnd renew our con- 
secration. Ours is a constitutional 
freedom where tho popular will Is the 
law supreme and minorities nre sa- 
credly protected. Our revisions, refor- 
mations nnd evolutions reflect a delib- 
erate Judgment and an orderly prog- 
ress, and we mean to cure our Ills, hut 
never destroy or permit destruction by 
force. 

I had rather submit our Industrial 
controversies to the conference table 
In advance thnn to a settlement tnhlo 
after conflict and suffering. The earth 
Is thirsting for the cup of good will. 
Understanding Its fountain source, I 
would like to acclaim nn era of good 
feeling nmld dependable prosperity 
and nil the blessings which attend. 

Protection of Industries 

It hns been proved again nnd ngntn 
thnt we cannot while throwing otir 
markets open to the world maintain 
Americnn standards of living and op- 
portunity nnd hold our Industrial emi- 
nence in such unequal competition. 
There Is a luring fallacy In the theory 
of banished burrlers of trade, but pre- 
served Americnn standards require our 
higher production costs to be reflected 
in our tnriffs on Imports. Today ns 
never before, when peoples nre seeking 
trade restoration nnd expansion, we 
must adjust our tnrlflf to tho dew or- 
der. We seek participation In the 
world’s exchanges becnuse therein lies 
our way to widened Influence nnd the 
triumphs of peace. We know full well 
we cannot sell where we do not buy, 
nnd we cannot sell successfully where 
we do not carry. Opportunity Is call- 
ing not alone fof the restoration, but 
for a new era In production, transpor- 
tation and trade. We shall nnswer It 
best by meeting the demand of n sur- 
passing home market by promoting self 
reliance in production and by bidding 
enterprise, genius and efficiency to car- 
ry our cargoes In American bottoms to 
the marts of the world. 

An America of Homes 

We would not have nn America liv- 
ing within and for herself nlone, but 
we would hnve herself reliant, Inde- 
pendent nnd even nobler, stronger nnd 
richer. Believing in our higher stand- 
ards, reared through constitutional lib- 
erty and mantulned opportunity, we in- 
vito tho wbrld to the snme heights. 
But pride In things wrought is no re- 
flex of a completed task. Common 
welfare Is the goal of our natlonul en- 
deavor. Wealth is Inimical to wel- 
fare; It ought to be its friendliest 
agency. There never cun be equality 
of rewards or possessions so long as 
the human plun contains varied talents 
and differing degrees of Industry and 
thrift. But ours ought to be n country 
free from great blotches of distressed 
property. We ought to find a wuy to 
guard against tho perils and penalties 
of unemployment. We want nn Ameri- 
ca of homes, Illumined with hope and 
happiness, where mothers, freed from 
the necessity for long hours of toll be- 
yond their own doors, muy preside as 
befits the hearthstone of American citi- 
zenship. We want the cradle of Amer- 
ican childhood rocked under conditions 
so wholesome and so hopeful that no 
blight muy touch It In Its development, 
and we want to provide thnt no selfish 
interest, no material necessary, no lack 
of opportunity shall prevent the gain- 
ing of that education so essential to 
best citizenship. There is no short cut 
to the muklng of these Ideals into glad 
realities. The world has witnessed 
again und again tho futility and the 
mischief of ill considered remedies for 
social und economic disorders. But we 
are mindful today as never before of 
thp friction of modern Industrialism, 
and we must learn its cuuscs and re- 
duce Its evil consequences by sober und 
tested methods. Where genius hns 
made for great possibilities justice and 
hupplness must be reflected in u great- 
er common welfare. 

6«rvlcs ths Supreme Commitment 

Service is the supreme commitment 
of lify*. I would rejoice to ucclulm the 
eru of tl.e Golden Rule and crown It 
with the autocracy of service. I pledge 
an administration wherein ull the 
agencies of government are called to 
serve und ever promote an understand- 
ing of government purely as an ex- 
pression of the popular will. 

Oue cannot stand In this presence 
and be unmindful of thg tremendous 
responsibility. The world's upheaval 
has been added heavily to our taaka, 
but with the realization cornea tha 
surge of high resolve, und there la re- 
assurance in belief In tbt God glvea 
destiny of our republic. If I felt that 
there is to he sole responsibility In th* 
executive for the America of tomorrow 
I should shrink from the burden. But 
here are a hundred millions, with com- 
mon concern and shared responsibility 
answerable to God and country. Th* 
republic summons them to their fluty, 
and I invite co-o|>eratlon. I accept my 
part wth single mlndeduess of purpoaa 
und humility of spirit and Implore th* 
favor and guidance of God in his haav- 
eu. With these I am uuufrald and 
confidently face the future. I huv* 
taken the solemn oath of office on that 
Passage of Holy Writ wherelu It is 
asked: 

“What doth the Lord require of the* 
but to do Justly and to love mercy and 
to walk humbly with thy God?'' This I 
alight to God and country.

fat may be selected, It must be In good 
condition, i. e., light-colored and free 
from all objectionable odors and ltn- 
vors. 

Peel large, smooth Irish potatoes, re- 
moving nil eyes and diseased spots. 
Slice as described above. Soak slices 
in cold water for at least an hour, 
changing the water frequently until It 
Is entirely free from starch. Where 
running water Is available, letting 
cold water run over the chips for an 
hour Is preferable to soaking In stand- 
ing water. ‘Heat a high-grade of veg- 
etable cooking oil to a little below 
smoking point (210 degrees C, or 410 
degrees F, If you have a thermome- 
ter). 

Slice* Should Be Dried. 

The kettle should not be much more 
than half full of oil, otherwise the 
water on the potntoes will sputter and 
boll over when dropped Into the hot 
fat. The moisture on the slices must 
be evaporated before the potatoes can 
brown ; It also lowers very appreci- 
ably the temperature of the fat 
Tlierefr , shake the soaked slices a» 
dry i* possible. When making chlpa 
in BiJall quantities, it is possible to 
partially dry the slices between towels 
before placing them In the basket and 
lowering Into the oil. Do not cook 
too many at a time, or they will curl 
Into little balls. Stir constantly. They 
will cook quickly, the time required 
varying with the size of the kettle and 
the quantity of the oil and potatoes 
used. Three to five minutes is a good 
average. 

When the chips are light golden 
brown, raise the basket, drain off the 
surplus oil and empty them on dean 
brown paper. Sprinkle lightly with 
salt If fresh sweet oil Is used and 
care Is taken to store the chips In a 
cool, dry, clean place, they should 
keep without spoiling for several 
weeks. Place them in the oven for a 
few minutes before serving to make 
them crisp.

Everybody likes good potnto chips. 
Their salty crispness makes them un 
enjoyable uddition to the luncheon or 
dinner menu and provides a variation 
In the customary methods of serving 
potatoes at home. Their food value 
Is high and they offer a valuable part 
of last year’s large potato crop. 

Not all potatoes make good chips, 
say food specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, and 
the excellence of the finished product 
depends on the materials used nnd the 
care exercised In their preparation. 
New potatoes In the spring or early 
summer do not make good chips. They 
should not be used before the skin 
sets. A waxy or soggy potato Is not 
good chip material. Select a vnrlety 
that becomes mealy when baked or 
boiled. 

Round Potatoes Are Beet. 

Although the size and shape of the 
potato do not affect Its cooking qual- 
ity, they do Influence the quantity and 
appearance of the chips. Round po- 
tatoes are better than long ones, as 
there Is less waste In peeling, espe- 
cially If a vegetable peeler Is used. 
Deep eyes are objectionable because 
of the difficulty of paring and the 
waste involved, and because they 
make ragged-looking slices. 

The equipment necessary Is simple 
and inexpensive. Some form of a 
vegetable sllcer Is essential, ns It is 
Impossible to slice the peeled pota- 
toes thin and even enough by hand. 
The slices shoul(l be ohe-slxteenth 
Inch thick and should be even, If they 
are to cook uniformly. The best ves- 
sel in which to fry the chips is one 
that is deep rather than wide, with a 
perforated basket In which the chips 
can be lowered and raised. 

Potato chips may be fried in a va- 
riety of fats, but for a number of 
reasons the vegetable fats are pre- 
ferable to the animal fats. Whatever

N EVER was a senson more clearly 
interpreted In suits than the on- 
coming spring is. A survey of nny 
representative collection of them 
leaves one Impressed with this fnct, 
and It Is evident that designers have 
had It In mind in the choice of styles 
and colors, and thnt their Interest Is 
centering on new decorative features. 

The straight nnd flnrlng box-coat 
modes with loose sleeves widening to- 
ward the hnnd, suggest balmy weath- 
er. They are mnde collarless or with 
small turnover collars, and they re- 
veal a variety of styles In their em- 
bellishments.

In the Galaxy of Blouses 


en used In soup, and there Is no rea- 
son why small quantities of course 
sump or any other cereal which will 
keep Its shape fairly well should not 
be used up In the same way. Simi- 
larly, remnants of macaroni broken 
into small pieces may be used In the 
place of vermicelli or other special 
soup pastes. Such practices serve 
the double purpose of using mutcrial 
that would otherwise be wasted and 
of giving a little vuriety to a simple 
diet by Inexpensive means. 

Oatmeal cookies, a toothsome and 
wholesome sweet for the school lunch, 
may be made of one egg, one-third cup- 
ful grnnuluted sugar, one cupful rolled 
oats, two teaspoonfuls melted fat, one 
teaspoonful suit. Beat the egg, add 
sugur gradually, and stir In other in- 
gredients. Drop a spoonful ut a time 
on u well-greased tin and bake In u 
moderate oven. 


WAYS FOR UTILIZING 
LEFT-OVER CEREALS 


Housekeeper Can Make Good 
Use of All Remnants. 


8plendid for Making 8callope<f Dishes, 
Souffles and Omsletes, in Making 
Muffins and in Various Oth- 
•r Ways. 


What can be done with the cupful 
of cooked cereal left from breakfast? 
The economical housekeeper dislikes 
to throw It out, but how cun she use 
It so that her fuwlly will like Its sec- 
ond uppearunce ut the family board? 
The following solutions of the prob- 
lem ure offered by the home economics 
specialists of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

Remounts of cereal breakfast foods 
may often be utilized in making scal- 
loped dishes, souffles, and omelets, in 
thickening soupB or gravies, In mak- 
ing muflins and griddle cakes, and In 
many other ways. Also they can 
sometimes be reheated or thinned and 
added to a new supply. The practice 
of frying the left-overs of boiled hom- 
iny or of cornmeal mush Is as old as 
the settlement of this country, and 
the nursery song about the “bag pud- 
ding the queen did make" from King 
Arthur’s barley meal shows us that 
for centuries other cereal puddings 
have been treated In the suine way. 
In so-called “oatmeal oysters” small 
portions of the left-over cereal ure 
dipped In eggs and crumbs and fried. 
The use of left-over rice and other 
cereals in croquettes, puddings, etc.. 
Is well known. 

Cold cooked farina or similar cereal 
may be utilized In the following way: 

Farina Pudding. 

1 cupful cold, cooked cupful seeded 
farina. raisins. 

1 tabU-apoonful corn- St teaspoonful dn- 
•tarch. nainon. 

1 egs A speck of ground 

1 cupful milk. cloves, 

t-l cupful sugar. A little salt U de- 
sired. 

Bake In a medium oveu until brown, 
gr heat on top of the stove. Dried 
or dates or stewed fruit may be 
substituted for the rulslus.

getber that they huve the effect of 
lengthening the pepluin. 

The dulnty blouse ut the left make* 
use of two colors In georgette, a dark 
sbude for the body and u light color 
for a border ut neck, sleeves and pep- 
lum. Needlework and flower motifs 
In silk floss repeat the colors In the 
blouse.

The lat- 
ter have a place In the summer ward- 
robe not to be disturbed by any new- 
comers. There are some new and 
very attractive trimming feu tu res to 
be noted In the spring style points— 
two or three of them embodied In the 
two stars In the guluxy of blouses ror 
spring that ure pictured here.

The combination of aggs and cheese 
makes a hearty dish suitable for sup- 
per, dinner or lunch. The following 
recipe is recommended by the experi- 
mental kitchen of the United States 
Department of Agriculture: 

4 egg* stale bread crumbs 

1 cup. or 4 ounces, (4 teaspoon salt 

grated cheese A few grain* of 

1 cup of fine, soft Cayenne pepper 

Break the eggs Into a buttered bak- 
ing dish or Into ramekins and cook 
In a hot oven until they begin to turn 
white urouud the edge. Cover with the 
mixture of crumbs, cheese and season- 
ings. Brown In a very hot oveu. In 
preparing this dish It Is essential that 
the oven be very hot or the egg will be 
too much cooked by the time the 
cheese Is brown. To avoid this, some 
cooks cover the eggs with white 6uuce 
before adding crumbs. 

The food value of the dish Is very 
close to that of a pound of beef of 
average composition. For those who 
are particularly . fond of cheese, the 
amount of cheese In this recipe may 
be very much increased, thus making a 
much more nourishing dish ; or the 
amount may be reduced so as to give 
hardly more than a suggestion of the 
flavor of cheese.

BULLETINS AID WITH FOWLS 

Noteworthy Success of Dlatrlet of 
Columbia Woman With Small 
Flock Attributed to Study. 

(Prepared by the United State* Depart* 
ment of Agriculture.) 

One hen, a brood of 12 chickens, 
nnd n few farmers’ bulletins on poul- 
try raising were the foundation on 
which Mrs. M. Lohrlierg, a resident 
of the District of Columbia, began 
her poultry operations In the spring 
of 1910. During the first 11 month* 
of 1920 her flock of eight birds — the 
hen nnd seven pullets — laid 1.069 
eggs, an average of about 132. Dur- 
ing the snme period she hatched 
from three settings of eggs 30 chick- 
ens, of which she raised 26.

WHAT THEY DO WITH BONUS 

8eventy Per Cent of Minneapolis Man 
Inoreaae or Open New Sav- 
ings Accounts. 

What do ex-service men do with 
their bonus money received from the 
vurlous states? 

Some persons opposed to handing 
out cash to the men either by the 
states or nation, give as their greatest 
argument that the beneliclnrleM will 
squander the money foolishly as soon 
as they get It. 

But the experience of the Wells 
Dickey Trust company of Minneapolis 
which firm has been Instrumental In 
advancing $2,266,000 to ex-service men 
through special arrangement with the 
bonus bourd, completely overturns this 
conjecture. Figures Just compiled by 
the cusliler of the trust company show 
tlmt of the 3,024 claims handled by 
the bank for Minneapolis men, 70 per 
ceut of the men increased their own 
accounts and 26 per cent opened sav- 
ings uccounts at once. 

Blasts Hopes of Politicians. 

The indorsement of n candidate for 
political preferment by nny organiza- 
tion of the American Legion In Illinois 
will result In disciplinary action for 
the offending organisation, It was de- 
cided at n meeting of the stute execu- 
tive committee of the Legion. The Illi- 
nois leglouuulres further resolved “that 
we disapprove the use of the name of 
the American Legion or of the prestige 
of office or membership therelu by uny 
person for the furtherance of his per- 
sonal efforts to promote any political 
candidacy or partisan principles.” 

Flowers From President Wilson. 

A bouquet of flowers from President 
Wilson was sent every day to Wells 
Hawks, veteran press agent and com- 
mander of 8. Rankin Drew Post 340 of 
the American Legion at New York 
during his recent Illness. Mr. Hawks, 
while on a visit to Washington, was 
suddenly taken down with Inflamma- 
tory rheumatism and removed to 
George Washington hospltul. It was 
while he was In the Washington hos- 
pital that the President, a member 
of the American Legion, aided hla

try, came to the attention of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture recently, when Mrs. Lohrberg 
called for un additional supply of 
farmers’ bulletins, explaining that 
owing to her success her neighbors 
had borrowed the bulletins which she 
hud formerly obtained. 

"I never kept uny chickens before," 
she sAld, “and knew nothing about 
poultry raising until I got the first 
brood und also the bulletins.” 

Her chickens are Rhode Island Rods 
front good stock, and a standard-bred 
rooster Is used. The flock is kept en- 
tirely under back-yard conditions In 
u space 30 by 50 feet, and the feed, 
costing about $1 u week, is supple- 
mented by tnhle . scrapes. Based on 
retail prices, the estimated value oi 
the 88 dozeu eggs laid by this back 
yard flock was about $62, but none 
were sold. A fondness for fresh eggs 
prompted the family to keep fvery 
one for family use. In addition, fried 
chicken and roast fowl graced Uu 
table frequently. 

Aotlng on suggestions In Depart- 
ment of Agriculture literature, she Is 
planning to “put down” in water- 
glass solution a good supply of eggs 
next senson. Her poultry house is 
small, but scrupulous care In clean- 
ing It out every dny, combined with 
close personal attention to good feed 
lng Is responsible, she believes, for 
the absence of poultry diseases and 
ailments. 

SANITARY HOUSES FOR HENS 

To Secure Adequate Returns in Eggs 
and Growth Buildings Must Be 
Light and Ventilated. 

Chickens will not give adequate re- 
turns In eggs or growth when kept 
Under Insunltary conditions, say spe- 
cialists of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The construction 
of the poultry house should receive 
first attention. Sufficient air space, 
lighting and ventllution should be pro- 
vided, and the entire house cleaned at 
frequent intervals. 

While these precautions cannot be 
depended upon to control mites and 
lloe, they aid the poultry-man in de- 
termining when these pests ure pres- 
ent. Furthermore, the fowls are kept 
In vigorous condition, which In Itself 
aids In controlling pests. Dirty and 
Ir.snnltary houses provide Ideal breed- 
ing conditions for insects and genus 
which are detrimental to poultry. Dis- 
eased fowls, or those with malformed 
hills or feet, fall ready prey to lice, 
mites and other insect pests, und 
should be removed as 60 on as discov- 
ered. 

DON'T FORCE BREEDING HENS 

If Strong healthy Chicks Are Desired 

Fowls Must Be Kept in Good Con- 
dition In Winter. 

Many a breeder hss fullen Into the 
pit of forcing his breeders for winter 
eggs and then wonders how It Is 
that the eggs don’t hatch well In 
the spring. If you want strong 
healthy chicks and big hatches you 
will do well to keep your hens In 
good condition but not force them for 
heavy egg production.

EXPERIMENTS WITH 8TATIC 
ELECTRICITY. 

PInce n sheet of paper upon a wood- 
en table top, rub the surfnee with your 
fist (Fig. 1), raise a comer, nnd note 
how the pnper clings to the wooden 
surface. The pnper will nlso cling to 
your clothes or hnnds, nnd will lift 
bits of pnper. 

Senllng-wnx or a rubber comb, 
rubbed briskly with flannel or n wool- 




D oul of paper, nnd paste It to th* 
sides of C over the notch. The hnngei 
rests upon the pin point. To use the 
electroscope, bring a charged hotly 
toward It. One end of C will swing to- 
wards the body In the same way n com' 
pass needle Is attracted by a magnet. 

Fig. 0 shows another form of elec- 
troscope. Make a standard out of 
pieces A, B anti C, nnd suspend a 
piece of enrk (D) from the end of O 
by menus of a silk thread (E). An 
electrified rubber comb or stick of senl- 
lng-wnx (B) will nttrnct the cork. 

A body charged with static elec- 
tricity will utttMct a body not electri- 
fied. Bring the two together (for ex- 
ntnple, cork I> and senJIng-wnx E of 
the electroscope lit Fig. 0), nnd tho 
body not charged will become charged 
by contact with the charged body. The 
two hoilles repel each other. 

Drop a suspended cork Into n glass 
tumbler (Fig. II). By bringing an elec- 
trified stick of senllng-wnx to sides 
of tho glnss, the cork will he Influenced 
as though the glnss were not between.

WOLFE JOURNALS IN MUSEUM 

Montreal Institution Haa Complete 

Collection of Documenta Bearing 
on Life of Great 8oldler. 

Montreal Is In possession of one of 
the most complete collections In exist- 
ence of original Journals, letters, por- 
traits and effects of Gen. James 
Wolfe. It was brought together by 
David Ross McCord, and will be part 
of the new McCord National museum 
nt McGill university. The letters 
from the pen of Wolfe begin with 
u boyhood epistle, dated January 
24, 1741, nnd addressed to his tutor, 
W. Weston. It shows the serious trend 
of the hoy’s thoughts even at that 
time, nnd n tendency to meditation 
nnd philosophizing. A second letter, 
written the following December to the 
same futor nnd friend, reveals the 
other side of Wolfe’s character, the 
uppeal of action, for in It he exults 
over the prospects of a soldier’s life, 
and refers to his having been made 
un ensign in u line regiment. 

An original journal kept by Walfe 
from the days of his entering the urrny 
up to u few duys before the Buttle of 
the Plains of Abraham reveals much 
of the development of his character 
with the pnsslng years. A second 
Journal of grent value Is the record- 
of operations before Quebec, written 
lu his own hand. This document woe 
lost for 150 years, was finally traced 
to St. Louis, from there to the Riviera, 
where the trull dlsuppeured. Finally 
It turned up In London In 1014, when 
It wus ucqulred by Mr. McCord. 

Old Sundial as Town Clock. 

A sundial on an old wooden build- 
ing nt Union Mills, Md., bus marked 
tbe passing of the sun for more than 
a century without once being wound 
up. It was the “town clock" In Col- 
oulul days, before Washington led 
Americans to independence. And it 
keeps time us well now as ft did then. 

As the sun shines on this side of 
the building only from u little before 
8 in the morning until shortly after 
2 in the ufternoon, that portion of 
the daytime is marked. 

The hour figures are Iron, placed 
accurately In position. The center 
Is a long iron rod, the shadow of 
which murks the time. 

Big Men in Small Store. 

At Hours hill, near Oxford, Kng- 
lund, there Is a little notion store, 
which looks u little different from the 
usual country store, but tlie residents 
of the vicinity patronize it liberally. 
Most of the residents are literary per- 
sonages and one is likely to encounter 
in the store any one of a uumber of 
prominent English writers. It is said 
on many occasions the poet- laureate 
J of England has been seen behind the 
counter wafting on customers, und oth- 
ers visiting the place frequently are 
Mr. Musetield. Mr. Galsworthy and 
Sir Gilbert Murray. ,

New Seeds Being Tested. 

Reeds of n number of unusual plants 
hnve been recently received at the 
quarantine station of the United Rtntes 
Department of Agriculture, Washing- 
ton, from J. F. Rock, one of the depart- 
ment’s explorers In Slam. Among 
these are a hlnck-kcmeletl rice which 
Is said to be extensively eaten by 
the natives of Siam, and nnother Is 
a brown-tinted cotton, not hitherto 
known in .

European affulrs have taken anoth- 
er kaleidoscopic turn and as usual 
Germany is the pivot of Interest, with 
the remainder of the world speculat- 
ing as to what form the next devel- 
opments will assume. 

i of the German towns of 
Duisburg and Ruhrort in 
by the allies to enforce 
with the terms of repara- 
tion was accomplished quietly and so 
far no very spectacular results have 
occurred. , It is true the German am- 
bassadors to London, Paris and Brus- 
sels have been recnlled to Berlin, but 
the move Is not characterized as a 
severance of diplomatic, relations; 
rather, It Is more in the nature of 
protest calculated to have some effect 
upon the present situation or future 
negotiations. Such negotiations ap- 
pear to be a probability after each 
side has sized up the other and de- 
termined ubout how far It Is likely 
to go. 

Inasmuch as the ambassadors have 
been more closely in touch with con- 
ditions in the nllled countries titan 
the heads of the German government, 
their counsels are needed at home at 
this time before Germany decides 
upon the ultlmute degree of bluff, of 
capitulation or of resistance which it 
shall employ. No warlike preparations 
have been reported from Gehnany and 
nothing revealing a coalesced plan of 
action among German leaders. Omi- 
nous quiet, seems to describe the situ- 
ation, with here und there a flush 
possibly presaging future action by 
one or another of the many factions 
In the country. Labor, especially the 
radical wing, is expected to play a 
prominent part and already there has 
been talk of u general strike as a pro- 
test. un Immediate economic factor 
und u general hid for the sympathy 
of workers In the allied countries und 
elsewhere. 

Tlie strike weapon would appear to 
he sort of a modified suicide — u no- 
tice to the ullieg that "if you attempt 
to collect the indemnities from us in 

• goods or customs, we will ruin our- 
selves industrially so that there muy 
be no goods or customs duties avail- 
able." Tluit a protest strike would 
continue long Is not regurded as prob- 
able. Its chief value would He In its 
effect on the Immediate situation — Its 
Influence upon France, which needs 
money and hopes to get it from the 
occupied territory and through the 
customs houses which the allies are 
establishing along the Rhine. 

The danger that Germany will go 
Bolshevik and unitf with Russia 
seems to he mitigated considerably 
by the present state of affairs In the 
latter country where the soviet au- 
thorities are contending with a size- 
able revolution. The dunger of Rus- 
sian aid to Germany seems past and 
the only menace reuiainlrg is that 
Germany will attempt to give military 
assistance to Russia. Germany has 
plenty of men. hut after tbe dis- 
mantling of her military power, which 
already has occurred under the Ver- 
sailles treaty, the degree of assist- 
ance which she could lend in the way 

* of highly essential guns, munitions 
and other implements of war la a 
quest lest, and the question vastly con- 
cerns the allies at present ; for any- 
thing like an effective coalition be- 

, Jw ecu Germany and Russia might 


mean the relighting of the war torch 
oil over Europe. 

The allies were not of unnnlmous 
opinion In forcing the reparations 
program, but they were driven to 
united action through the necessity of 
showing a solid front. Whatever de- 
velops in Germany even to u Joining 
with Rifssla, the allies are in a 
strnteglc position to deal with It 
through tlielr military establishments 
nnd the fact that they already are In 
German territory nnd can strike 
unitedly and quickly. 

While the' threatened strike of pack- 
ing house employees nil over the 
United States ngulnst reductions in 
wages nnd changes in hours of em- 
ployment hns elements of serious- 
ness, It Is not definitely, at this writ- 
ing, beyond settlement. President 
Harding’s Influence may bring results, 
but if it does not. there is a court 
weapon which Is likely to delay the 
more drastic effects If It does not stop 
them entirely. Singularly, this 
weapon, an Injunction, Is proposed by 
the employees Instead of, as usually 
has been the case, by the employers. 

Inasmuch as the scale of wages and 
hours wns fixed by arbitration during 
war times, the employees contend 
that a sudden altering without due 
consideration and conference between 
all parties affected, Is unwarranted 
and that the court should grant a re- 
straining order against the packers. 
Attorneys for the unions state that 
If the order Is refused they will ask 
that the packing houses be placed In 
the hands of receivers. 

Advices are to the effect that all 
vRussla is In a ferment and that the 
Bolshevik authorities, If they have 
not a real revolution to contend with 
Just now, nre likely to have It soon. 
The past winter, which has augment- 
ed the sufferings of the people to a 
degree beyond anything before experi- 
enced, the constant warfare under 
soviet rule and, lastly, the attempt to 
coerce labor — mobilize is the word 
that has been used — and make it a 
part of the property of the slate along 
with goods, lands, etc., has strained 
the communist scheme to the breaking 
point. People all over the country 
ure reported to be deathly sick of the 
plan and in a mood to try revolution, 
believing that any change must be an 
Improvement. 

Heretofore the strength of the Lenin 
nnd Trotzky government hns existed 
in its military establishment. Sol- 
diers were fed nnd clothed even if 
others starved nnd froze. Tills made 
military duty attractive nnd rendered 
a big, efficient army possible. The 
significant feature of the present rev- 
olution 'Is that It wns started by sol- 
diers ami sullors, the very forces 
which sturted and upheld the soviet 
experiment. 

The revolutionists seized the great 
fortress of Kronstadt and several of 
the minor defenses of Petrograd. At 
this writing a struggle for the city it- 
self is on with the deciding fortunes 
still In doubt. Authentic news Is 
meager, but enough bus seeped 
through to Indicate that the disturb- 
ance Is not u mere flash in the pan. 
The fact that the attack was sturted 
at the seat of government, that the 
city has been bombarded heavily and 
that sanguinary encounters huve 
taken pluce In Its streets, also that 
the Red forces from other parts of 
the ‘ country, Including the famed 
army of General Budenny, have been 
summoned to Its defense, is enough 
to indlcute that the affair Is a de- 
termined movement aguiust the whole 
soviet regime. 

After the usual formalities attend- 
ant uimu the nomination and confirma- 
tion of cabinet heuds und a few other 
Important officials, the new national 
administration got under way with Its 
announced program of a get-togeth- 
er between the executive and legisla- 
tive branches of the government. 
This was started by a dinner at the 
White House to the Republican lead- 
ers in the senate and bouse. Presi- 
dent Harding announced that he con- 
templates calling an extra session of 
the hlxty-seventb congress nut later 
than April 11. 

The fact that peace with Ger- 
many. the League of Nations and oth- 
er queatluus of foreign relations were 



not touched upon at the dinner, hut 
thnf domestic reconstruction problem? 
formed tl)e bulk of the discussion, 
makes It a practical certainty that 
the latter will receive first considera- 
tion at the coming session. Tax re- 
vision seems to linve the right of way 
over other questions and after It 
comes the tariff, the problem being 
to lessen burdens nnd at the same 
time provide mlequnte revenues. If 
the excess profits tax Js repealed, 
economies In governmental expendi- 
tures will have to be Instituted nnd 
additional revenue from Imports and 
perhnps other sources will he re- 
quired. 

President Harding hns intimated 
that an emergency tariff may he pro- 
posed, hut that flnnl disposition of' 
the tnriff question will await the rec- 
ommendations of n new tnriff com- 
mission to he constituted along scien- 
tific lines. Tills commission is yet to 
be appointed and its deliberations nec- 
essarily will he prolonged, so that the 
ultimate tnriff bill of this administra- 
tion does not loom as a very near pos- 
sibility. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mellon 
hns announced himself definitely for 
economies und for the establishment 
of a national budget system. In a 
letter to the hanks of the country he 
hns declured that, while the figures 
to* the public debt and the current 
operations of the treasury shew that, 
the finunces of the government 
a sound position, the sltuajd*- 
for the utmost economy- Tht 
covers the financial condition 
elderuble detail and winds up with 
the statement: “The people generally 
must become more interested In sav- 
ing the government's money than in 
spending It. A thorough-going nation- 
al budget system must he estab- 
lished and the government’s expenses 
brought into relation to its Income.” 

Ever since Brig. Gen. Charles G. 
Dawes announced himself so posi- 
tively Cefore a congressional commit- 
tee on the subject of unbusiness- 
like methods in the national depart- 
ments, and other matters, there lias 
been persistent talk that this admin- 
istration would take energetic action 
to reduce criticism In this respect. 
Accordingly the President lias gone 
over tentative plans with a Joint com- 
mittee from house nnd senate now 
holding sessions in Washington. The 
plans which White House advices 
state nre approved by the President, 
und will have the co-operation of tin* 
cabinet, cull for a reorganization of 
the executive departments to sys- 
tematize administration, eliminate 
duplication nnd reduce expenses. If 
the program goes through it will be 
the first slinking up of departments 
since the days of Alexander Hamilton. 
One of the proposed changes is a con- 
solidation under one licud of the War 
and Navy departments. 

One of the first nets of President 
Harding was to throw open the 
White House gates to the public. And 
the public is reported to huve uvulled 
itself of the invitation to the beauti- 
ful grounds to the extent that some 
came with soap boxes on which to 
stand, while others mounted the shoul- 
ders of friends, In order to peer into 
the windows of the executive man- 
sion. A serious question has arisen 
as to how the democratic privilege 
may tie continued, the White House 
rooms given air and sunshine and the 
occupants allowed a degree of privacy 
somewhat greater than that of a gold- 
fish in a bowl.

An indication of the attitude of 
President Hurding and Ids adiniidsira 
tlon to matters of turbulence among 
our Lutin-Aiuerican neighbors was 
pointedly brought out in strong notes 
dispatched by Kecretury of State 
Hughes which hud the effect of halt- 
ing hostilities between Costa Rica 
and Panuina. Although couched in 
most courteous and diplomatic lan- 
guage, the notea In reality were the 
eagle's screum. warning the countries 
thut the territorial boundaries of 
Panatnu had been fixed by a previous 
arbitration award mude by Chief Jus- 
tice White, and thut they are tiie con- 
cern of tlila government which can- 
uot regard forcible measures by either 
party as Justifiable. The belligerents 
were told to settle their differences 
by orderly procedure.

STILL TO MAKE 
BATTERY WATER 

Simple and Inexpensive Contriv- 
ance Can Re Put Together 
by Any Handy Mechanio. 

DETAILS OF CON STRUCTION 

Boiler or Tank In Which Water la 
Turned to 8team la Made of Quart 
•r Half-Gallon Can or Bucket 
With Rolled 8»ams. 

With the greatly Increasing use of 
storage batteries in automobiles the 
demand for pure or distilled water has 
Increased. It Is unnecessary to pur- 
chase this water or pay the garage 
man to put It In the bnttery. With 
this simple and Inexpensive still any 
one can distill water for refilling the 
batteries as the occasion requires. 

As shown in the Illustration accom- 
panying this article, the boiler or tank 
In which the water Is turned to steam, 
is made of a quart or half-gallon can 
or bucket with rolled seams. Be sure 
they are not soldered at the bottom. 
The top of the can or hucket Is open. 
Procure a large tin funnel that will 
fit over the top of the can and then 
solder firmly and tightly in plnce as 
shown. This completes the boiler. 

The condenser consists of three 
lengths of glass tubing each 12 Inches 
In length. These tubes pass through 
a larger tube or a piece of Iron pipe 
or brass tpbe of sufficient size to ac- 
commodate the tubes with some space 
between them. Fit a large cork Into 
each end of the large pipe or tube and 
pass the three glass tubes through 
the corks. Then Into each cork fit a 
short length of glass tube, one at the 
bottom, the other near the top of the 
large tube. Connect the free ends of 
the long tubes with rubber tubing so 
that they will form one long continu- 
ous tube. 

Fill the boiler half full of clean 
water by submerging, and place It 
over a gas flame until the water comes 
to a bolt. .Connect the top of the 
funnel with one free end of the glass 
tube through the condenser by a

Slip a 
short length of rubber tube over the 
other end of the condenser tube and 
run It to a clean glrtss receptacle. Pass 
■ a small stream of cold wuter through 
the condenser by connecting the lower 
of the short glass tubes with a hydrant 
the upper to a drain. Just open 
the faucet enough to keep a small, 
easy stream of cold water passing 
through the condenser and out of the 
drain hose. 

The steam from the boiler passes 
through the condenser and becomes 
condensed In the tubes chilled by the 
flowing water. The pure distilled 
water is collected In the receptacle as 
shown. — Francis Dushlell, in Popular 
Science Monthly.

As a simple 
but often effective expedient, Jack up 
the wheel In question, put the car In 
gear, and after removing nut, key, eta, 
shake the wheel hack and forth, pull- 
ing at the same time. If this does not 
work replace the key, drive car a short 
distance. This method will loosen a 
wheel even when a puller won't 
budge it.

An automobile valve cannot be 
either an Inlet or an exhaust. It can 
he an inlet only on the engine, op- 
erated by the piston's suction down- 
ward.

8klddlng Is Overcom*. 

Attention Is called In a circular re- 
port from Sydney, Australia, to a new 
invention of • front-drive vehicle 
which entirely prevents rfkiddlng. A 
test over 16,000 miles of rough road 
has been made. It is claimed, with no 
signs of wear. The front wheels are 
pivoted In the center, which enables 
the steering of the car with much 
greater ease than in the rear-wheel- 
driven machine. The device Is now 
attached to an old worn British car 
which, prior to the attachment of the 
device, weighed 82 cwt, with a speed 
of thirty-eight miles an hour traveling 
fifteen miles on one gallon of gasoline. 
After alteration and application of the 
front drive device, 'the car weighs 35 
cwt, has a speed of forty-five miles 
an hour and will go seventeen and one- 
half miles on a single gallon of gaso- 
line. 

Tuberculosis In France. 

That of 368 antituberculosis dis- 
pensaries In France only ten per cent 
are situated In Paris was balled as a 
“happy omen" at the second Interna- 
tional conference. Only a few organ- 
izations were actively engaged In anti- 
tuberculosis work In France, before 
the war. Today, largely through the 
activity of thy Rockefeller Founda- 
tion, In addition to the dispensaries 
mentioned, there are 10,000 sanitarium 
beds for tuberculous patients; many 
hospitals have provided isolation 
wards; the boarding out of anaemic 
children In rural homes has been or- 
ganized on a large scale, and there is 
national co-operation of all the agen- 
cies concerned.

British 8oldi*rs and New Roads. 

Some seven and a half million dol- 
lars’ worth of new road construction 
has been taken in hand hy various 
British cities to provide work for the 
Bnemployed. According to a report of 
the British Information service of the 
Bunkers' Trust company, the ministry 
of transportation contributes one-half 
of the cost — probably out of funds ac- 
cumulated for that purpose for many 
years hy the development commission 
—and lends to the municipalities the 
other half for five years, repayable In 
annual Installments. Ex-service men, 
after due registration at a labor ex- 
change, receive preference among ap- 
plicants.

IN DEFENSE OF THE FARMERS 1 

Statement That Agrlculturlete Turn 
Backs on ex-Service Men le At- 
tacked by Writers. 

A statement that the farmers of this 
country gained considerably as a re- 
sult of the World war and now turn 
their hacks on ex-service men has 
been challenged by numerous writers. 

The following Is a good stuteinent 
of the fnrmers’ case, ns one corre- 
spondent outlines It: 

“Sixty years of my life had rolled 
awny when this country entered the 
war. I had four boys and they cer- 
tainly nil wore breeches, but none of 
them claimed exemption. TJwee of 
them enlisted shortly after war was 
declared. The youngest was a boy of 
eighteen. Myself, one of the boys, 
and my slxteen-year-old daughter 
were left to conduct a fnrm of more 
thun 800 acres, and we had to work 
from 10 to 18 hours every day. If we 
hired any help we had to pay muni- 
tion plant wages for nn eight-hour dny, 
and If we had nny surplus cash, the 
Y. M. C. A., the Red Cross, Jewish 
Welfare Board, Salvation Army and 
other meritorious wur agencies ab- 
soibed It. I know that other farmers 
in this section were In the same condi- 
tion. I also know that the states 
which hnve paid their ex-soldtero 
bonuses to date are almost exclusive- 
ly agricultural.”

A protest against the wearing of 
the olive drab United States service 
uniform by prisoners of the Monrot 
Stute Reformatory at Monroe, Wash; 
has been made by Thomas N. Swale, 
commander of the Washington do 
partition t of the American Legion, who 
with a committee of Legionnaires vis- 
ited that institution. Representatives 
of the bureau of War Risk Insurance 
and the federal hourd for Vocational 
Education joined with the Legion v 
members In the protest to the Btate 
officials. Shortage of funds and the 
low cost of the uniforms were re- 
sponsible for their adoption qs the 
official prison garb, according to state 
officials. It is believed that the prison 
officials will adopt some other uni- 
form for the convicts. 


States O. K. Five-Fold Rian 

The state legislatures of North Da- 
kota, Oregon and Minnesota have 
adopted resolutions urging that cod 
grese pass the Fordney bill, which em- 
bodies the fivefold compensation plan 
of the American Legion. The actloo 
of the North Dakota legislators Is es- 
pecially noteworthy la that their state 
has already awarded each veteran a 
flat bonus of |26 a month of service, 
the largest state bonus to be granted.

Differences In Typs No Qreater Than 
Among the Whiten, According 
to Scientist. 

The American aborigines from the 
Hudson bay and Alaska to the south- 
ern pip of the continent are nil mem- 
bers of the same race, according to 
Dr. Frederick Monsen of New York 
and Pasadena, said to bo more fa- 
miliar with the American Indian than 
any other white man. 

Doctor Monsen declared the differ- 
ences In type found In Indians of the 
various pnrts of the continent are be- 
coming manifest among us today, lie 
recognizes people from Maine ns typi- 
cal of thnt section of the country, and 
snys a southerner or westerner can 
be easily distinguished by one familiar 
with the types of American people. 

“The aborigines of America urc all 
red men," Doctor Monsen said. “The 
Eskimos hnve flatter noses and oily 
skins, due to their diet und tlie cli- 
mate.” 

He found corresponding differences 
among the Indians of tlie Eastern 
const, the West, Mexico and other 
pnrts of the country, but other Indica- 
tions prove the distinguishing char- 
acteristics were the product of food, 
environment and methods of living. 

Mentioning the treatment the red 
men hnve received from the whites, 
Doctor Monsen said: “The Pilgrims 
debarked on Plymouth rock and fell 
upon their knees. Then they fell upon 
the aborigines and we’ve been fulling 
, ou them ever since.” 


RULER HAD PRACTICAL MIND 

Like Our Own Politicians, Sultan Pre- 
ferred Any Eventuality to 
Being Forgotten. 

At Trenggnnu (Malay Peninsula) 
the native sultan welcomed me und 
I spent several days with him, telling 
him what was happening In the world 
and discussing his problems. The 
problems were largely financlul. lie 
owed some money, aud, knowing that 
he had something in the treasury, 1 
usked why tie did not pay bis debts. 

He thought for a time aud then re- 
plied: “Well, I’ll tell you. If 1 puy 
those people, they will forget ubout 
the sultan of Treugguuu. If 1 don't 
pay them, they’ll never forget me." 

The conversation turned to the sub- 
ject of prisoners. On my way to tlie 
palace I had passed the cuges where 
the prisoners were kept. Many of 
theqi wero starving to deutli, for un- 
less their friends or fuinily cured for 
them they got no food. 

“Why don’t ”Jou feed them?" 1 
asked. 

“Why should I?” he replied. "If I 
feed them, my whole country will wunt 
to go to jull.” — Asia Maguzlue.

War of 8cionce on Diseases. 

Of the dlseuses of men und animals 1 
known to be Infectious, Dr. Walter E. 
King counts up 38 having orgunlsms 
not yet discovered that are believed to 
be so small as to pass through the cus- 
tomary filters. These Include chicken- 
pox, rabies, dengue fever, small-pox, 
trachoma, meusles, poliomyelitis, 
scarlet fever, typhus and mumps, and 
yellow fever was In the list until Doc- 
tor Noguchi’s recent discovery of the 
organism. As In the case of tulwrcu- 
losls, knowledge of the organism does 
not always bring a direct remedy. On 
the other baud, steps toward eradicat- 
ing yellow fever, through tlie destruc- 
tion of the germ-carrying mosquito, 
were made possible while the disease 
organism wus still uuknown. 


Wireless Waves Fire Oil Welle. 

In recent yeurs there liuve been a 
number of oil well fires the origin of 
which has never been explained.! The 
fires started at such times when the 
sites were deserted and could not 
have been dune through uny human 
agency, and In this connection It, M. 
McLuln of Desdemoua, Tex., lias come 
to tlie fore with a remurkuble theory 
that the firing Is done by wireless 
waves gathered by the metal entering 
Into the construction of the derricks. 
This genllemun has observed a num- 
ber of oil well fires which could be 
explained In no other way.

Editor Gazette-Transcript: 

Weymouth is one of the fortunate 
towns to possess many historic sites 
and buildings, and it is highly desirable 
that theso be marked In some way, 
not only for importance to tho town 
but for the interest of visitors. This 
is the Pilgrim Year, a time when every 
town, especially those on tho South 
Shore is lookiing up, identifying and 
marking its historic places, and it 
would seem that Weymouth should not 
be behind in this important matter. 
Such historic places are a definite 
arset to any community and should be 
treasured in the -interests of town 
| betterment if for nothing else. It is 
; good business to do it. 

At the large and interesting meeting 
! of the Weymouth Monday club, the 
i specie tier, in rcalling th life of Abi- 
Igail Adams, that Weymouth girl who 
I tiled such lustre on her birthplace. 
1 mode a plea that the siet of the par- 
ronage where she was born should 
receive a permanent marker cf some 
kind, which it is hoped will be ac- 
complished either by the Historical 
Society, the church, the women of the 
D. A. R. or the Woman’s club. The 
ell of the house removed to seme dis- 
tance when the parsonage was demol- 
ished, is already permanently identi- 
fied. The ancient stones of Parson 
Smith aaid his wife are wry fine 
specimens of early graveyard art and 
should be carefully preserved. 

Beside the Smith Markers Wey- 
mouth should also remember the home 
of its distinguished citizen Dr Cotton 
Tufts. There is even now consider- 
able difficulty in Identifying such 
places and the fleeting years leave 
fewer and fewer those who remember 
accurately or carry on traditlrns cor- 
rectly. It is understood that the Mas- 
sachusetts Medical Society, of which 
Dr. Tufts whs the undoubted founder, 
will ptace this summer a bronze or, 
his tomb in the Old North Burying 
Grounds. The site of his bopie should 
be marked, for he was a great man. 

It is also hoped that the site of 
Dr. Noah Fifield’s famous old home 


I or. Front street, the center of so many 
notable Weymouth activities, espe- 
cially in anti-slavery days, will also 
have a marker. Hero William Lloyd 
Garrison found asylum when hard 
pressed in Boston. The Library own. 
invaluable Tufts-Flfleld material. 

The birthplao^ of Joshua Bates Is 
another site which should not ty* al- 
lowed to slip from Weymoutn a mem- 
ory. Of him Weymouth should be 
very proud. .It was ulso the home of 
Mrs. Marla Weston Chapman, that 
splendid woman whose inflexible de 
'termination and courage did so much 
ir. the cause of emancipation. The 
fine homo of Elias Richards was a 
prominent centpr and the beautiful 
Cowing house would have -.u added 
, interest could it he dated. The Thayer 
i house on Commercial street is already 
! dated. Tho old Arnold Tavern has 
;heen saved by an excellent tablet; 
I which makes It attractive to visitors. 
' It Is nearly forgotten that William 
lHazlitt. the eminent English critlf 
lived in the oid parsonage or the 
Smiths. Weymouth should not forget 
when Westminster Abbey remembers. 
Rev. Jonas Perkins’ home should be 
honored, though the school peipetuates 
his name. The unique DUkerman 
gravestone is exceedingly curious. 

There are many towns not posses- 
sing half the historic places belong- 
ing to Weymouth which are looking 
after their assets in this direction with 
renewed interest and care, and it is 
hoped Weymouth will not lag behind, 
either in the community spirit which 
is so vital for a town’s prosperity or 
in appreciation of the treasures within 
its gates. 

These markers need not be expen- 
sive or large. .Bronze is of course the 
most enduring and the price is not 
at all prohibitive. TJiey may be of 
l-rass or aluminum, even wood, if it 
is properly treated Even a plain 
painted board, which can later be 
replaced is better than nothing, as 
if will serve for identification at least 
for some years.

GREEN FEEDS ARE ESSENTIAL 


Brick and Stucco Affair Has 
Many Appealing Features. 


Good Varieties Are 8prouted Oats, Al- 
falfa Meal, Clover Hay, Cabbages 
and Mangel Beeta, • 


CONTAINS EIGHT GOOD ROOMS 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Green feeds should he "supplied to 
hens cottflned In snttll yards, and. In- 
deed, to all hens during the winter. 
Free range or large yards kept In 
grass furnish Ideal’ conditions for 
green foot!. Smaller yards should be 
divided Into two pnrts, used alternate- 
ly, planting the vacant section two or 
three times yearly with n quick-grow- 
ing gteen crop, such as rape, oats, 
wheat, rye, or barley. This method 
furnishes green feed and helps to keep 
the yards sweet and clean, which Is 
an Important consideration, poultry 
specialists of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture say. 

Good varieties of green feeds are 
sprouted oats, alfalfa tnenl, chopped 
alfalfa and clover hay, cnbhnges and 
mangel heels. In ordinary cellars cab- 
bages do not keep ns well ns mangel 
beets, and should be used up first. 
Cabbages may he hung In the poultry 
house; the beets nre usually split and 
stuck on a nail on the side wall of the 
pen about n foot above the floor. Vege- 
tables that have been frozen enn be 
thawed out and fed to fowls, hut do 
not keep well after thawing. Clover 
and alfalfa may be fed ns hay, cut 
Into one-quarter or one-hnlf-inch 
lengths, or they may be in the form of 
meal. 

Oats for sprouting nre soaked over- 
night in water and spread out from 
one to one and one-half Inches thick 
on trays having perforated bottoms, 
and put Into nn oat sprouter. Stir the 
onts daily until the roots are matted 
together. Keep the onts moist by wa- 
tering them once a day. Artificial heat 
should he supplied in cool weather. 
Use a good grade of onts and allow a 
square Inch of sprouted-oat surface 
for each hen dally, feeding these 
sprouted onts on the floob of the poul- 
try house or In the yard. Feed at any 
time after the sprouts nre well start- 
ed. which usually takes from five to

HOW TO MAKE A HOT-BED. 


The growing season never arrives 
early enough for the enthusiastic gar- 
dener. nnd If. he enn possibly bent the 
neighbors, with fresh vegetables ready 
for the table a month nhend of theirs, 
he will do so. 

A hot-bed Is In renllty a mlnlntnro 
greenhouse, heated by stable manure. 


Ah 




It consists of n pit from 2 to 3 feet 
deep, filled with manure to wltldn 0 
Inches of the ground level, with n 
(Vlnch top dressing of garden soil. The 
front wall of the frame extends fl 
Inches or so above the ground, the rear 
wall 12 Inches or so, the sides slope 
front the height of the front wrtll to 
tho height of the rear wall, nnd 'the 
open top Is protected with glazed sash. 

The size of the hot-lied will he deter- 
mined by the size nnd number of snsli 
nt hund. Storm-sash or old window 
sash will do. Regular hot-bed snsli 
can be purchnsed nt door-nnd-sash 
mills, and through denlers bundling 
garden accessories, In size 3 feet wide 
und 0 feet long (Fig. 3). 

Figure 1 shows a single-section hot- 
bed. Corner posts A of the framework 
(Fig. 4) are 2-liy-4s, side boards B 
nnd end boards E nnd F are cut from 



l-by-8s, and bonrds C and G nre l-by-Gs. 
Rip a triangular ftrip from the upper 
edge of bonrds B, us shown in Fig. 5, 
so one end will measure 1% inches 
wide, the other end 7% Inches wide. 
The framework must be made enough 
nurrower than the sash so the snsli will 
lap over the sides, and 2 or 3 Inches 
longer thuu tlie sash to allow for the 

BIRO AND ANIMAL CUT OUTS. 

If you enn get wbltowood or bass- 
wood, one-fourth Inch thick, such as Is 
sold for scroll-saw work, and n hand 
scroll-saw, It will he a simple opera- 
tion to cut the purrot shown In Fig. 
1, und the monkey shown In Fig. 0, out 
of wood. But if you have neither the 
wood nor saw, you can cut the figures 
out of heavy cardboard with a knife. 

To simplify the work of drawing 
the parrot and tlie monkey, I have pro- 
vided patterns In Figs. 4 and 5, and 
these you can easily reproduce the 
size that you want to have them, 
by the process of enlarging by 
squnres.

2). Fork It Into n heap nnd allow It! • 
to remuln exposed to the nlr for a few| 
days to ferment. Then pitch It Into) 
the pit and trample It down to a eom-i 
pact mass. A top soil (l Inches In depth' 
In which to plant must he spread over 
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the manure. Before adding tills, put 
tlie sash In place and allow the ma- 
nure to ferment, liaise tlie snsh to 
allow the excess beat to escape. The 
temperature must be reduced until not 
greater than 90-degrees. Determine 
the temperature with a thermometer. 
Figure 2 shows a prop for holding open, 
(lie sash. Drive several nails into 11 
stick J (Fig. 2), and hinge tlie end of 
tills slick to a block (K) fastened to 
the front of tlie framework (Fig. 1). 

The temperature of the growing soli 
must not be too great, else the plant 
roots will burn out, so regulate this 
by raising the snsli. Raising the sash 
also provides the plants with the acc- 
essary fresh uir. Water tegiilarly, 
after the seeds have sprouted, doing 
this about mid-day so the leaves will 
dry off before sundown. 

A cold-frame differs from a liot-bed 
only by the omission of the manure 
heating agent. Sunlight alone Is de- 
pended upon for heat. Consequently, 
the cold-frame can he depended upon 
only for forcing plants ufter the se- 
vere weuther has passed. You cun use 
the hot-bed ns a cold-frame luter. 

For protection ut night, 'cover tho 
snsli with pieces of curpet or with 
straw mats. 

pieces together after the cutting has 
been done. If you use cardboard, 
make the figures of double thickness, 
otherwise they will not bo heuvyi 
enough. 

Buy 12-Inch oval embroidery-hoops 
for swings, and use ribbon lo sus-

ilghest motived look for- 
ward with expectation to the rear- 
rangement, in which they will per- 
haps have a share of the glory and 
from which they will derive some of 
the profit. Nor are their prospective 
lnhors to he altogether condemned. 
They are of such us Augustus, who 
found a Rome of brick and left one 
of marble, of u Louis Napoleon, who 
won an empire by a coup d'etat and 
Immediately proceeded to straighten 
the streets of Paris. 

Beyond and ubove this Is the sense 
of participation lit a new world which, 
It may be, will possess within It- 
self new hopes and aspirations. Un- 
questionably, this emotion Is not ab- 
sent from the hearts of men, ulbelt 
the methods of bringing the new 
world about are not ugreed upon by 
ull. It is equally beyond question that 
the possibility of a newer und better 
system of social und political order 
depends for its consummation upon 
dellnite changes In the uttltude of men 
toward such problems, and consequent- 
ly towurd each other. Thus there Is 
recognized to huve come to pass, In- 
stinctively, a new attitude, or at least 
u fresh impetus, towurd u whole host 
of Ideals, which, In whut bus been de- 
nominated the canker of a long peace, 
found no effective place. 

Not a lilt of this, however, can af- 
fect the objective side of the situation, 
for the simple reason thut no faith, 
however robust, cun of Itself make a 
truth of the thing believed In. Thut 
It can affect most profoundly those who 
believe, however, Is oue of the most 
universally attested of ull truths. To 
that extent, therefore, there are evi- 
dences that the principle of resurrec- 
tion has a mighty and widespread 
bold on humanity at the present time. 

It were well to ponder the objective 
side of this most solemn and at the 
same time engaging doctrine of the 
I'hristlau faith, albeit It Is more than 
mere doctrine. The far earlier re- 
ligion, from which Christianity in a 
sense emerged, included a firm belief 
in the resurrection. The calm word 
uttered to the Sudducees was that the 
God of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob was 
not the God of the dead, but of the 
living. This faith in various guises 
was held by many others. Plato ar- 
gued Intellectually on the Immortal- 
ity of the soul, and the fabled phoenix 
which urose from its own ushes pre- 
sented the truth in another form. 

Sweetly circumstantial is the sa- 
cred account. The order of events 
then paralleled the sequence of our 
own iv cent world experience. After 
the darkness and the earthquake, 
the period of suffering, came the holy 
calm. The transition was complete. 
There was no longer, for the .mo- 
ment, a question of sin or responsi- 
bility. Every question hud been met. 
The moral universe hud been cleared 
by the perfect sacrifice. The sub 




arose upon a morning the like of which 
had never been witnessed before. 
Denth had been overcome In Its own 
stronghold. The tomb was empty, 
save of the ephemeral wrappings of 
mortality, no longer needed. Angelic 
messengers bore witness to the usher- 
ing In of the new order. “Touch me 
not 1" was the word to the weeping one 
who would have connected the risen 
Lord with the old. Yet the establish- 
ment of the new relationship was an- 
nounced in almost the same breath — 
“Go tell my brethren.” A note of 
gladness pervaded the whole scene. 
From those whose hearts now ache for 
the bereavements which the world war 
brought, this note is by no means 
shut out. Once more the parallel is 
found In their own experiences, what- 
ever the difference either In degree 
or kind. There was then the suffer- 
ing before the glory. So with all 
who today enter experimentally Into 
the meaning and actuality. CJowper 
grasped the truth In his lines: 


AU Vlliuc ug .. 

years ago, there was brought within 
the grasp of men the accomplished 
fact of a new creation, built upon the 
foundation of the supreme sacrifice 
and established outside of the domain 
and power of denth. Nothing that 
has transpired since has ever touched 
those foundations or marred the per- 
fection of the moral structure reared 
thereon. In virtue of what transpired 
within the awful years of war, of the 
Gethseumne through which myriads 
have gone, of the actual tasting of 
death which millions have done, the 
henrts of men have been shaped and 
molded for the reception of the cur- 
rents of the new life. 

To all such this Easter Sunday will 
be tinctured with an Inexpressible 
charm to which their hearts will re- 
spond with gladness. And as a back- 
ground to the full splendor of its alg- 
nlfhmce they can place, as did Paul, 
the melancholy negation of the Epicu- 
rean doctrine: 

“ . . . let us eat and drink, for to- 
morrow we die!”

bushel, while carrots declined slightly to 
$1.00-$d.25 and parsnips sharply to $1.25- 
$1.60 per bushel. 

Native grown hothouse vegetables sold 
at the following prices: cucumbers $12.00- 
$16.00: dandelions $1.60; and lettuce 70c- 
$1.25 per bushel; radishes 40c-60c a dozen 
bunches; and rhubarb 13c- 16c and to- 
matoes 20c-30c per pound. 

Dairy and Poultry Products 

Poultry seems to bo the only one of the 
dairy products that can hold Its own tn 
the up and down markets noted recently, 
and even this has had a none too healthy 
position until the holiday demand served 
to clean up the surplus supplies of fresh 
bird*. Fancy roasting chickens have 
been tn especial demand, prices on these 
advancing to 48c for the bent and 4Se 
for the 4-6 pound sizes with a few eapona 
reaching up to 60c . 

Eggs have been accumulating and the 
money situation and general unsettled 
feeling In regard to what will be the low 
price of the season has caused trade to 
hold ofT baying for speculation and 
storage, and prices have receded steadily. 
The ordinary grades of western eggs are 
now 2o-4c lower than a week n go. Near- 
by eggs have been held back by the 
farmer* for hatching purposes, and prices 
on these have not been Influenced to as 
great an extent, fancy brown hennery 
eggs now bringing S7c-40c. with demand 
good. 

The butter market has been the weak- 
est of the lot, prices dropping steady 
each day until dealers lost about all con- 
fidence, and as usual, the extreme dull 
trade has contributed to force prices 
lower than necessary. Fresh fancy 90-92 
score Is selling at 43c-45c, nnd storage 
of the same grade alow at 40c -42c.

Fifteen hundred rats have been 
traipped along the Boston waterfront 
and examined for traces of the bu- 
bonic plague since the federal, state 
and city health authorities began ac- 
tive measures recently to safeguard 
the city against the disease which Is 
now raging in at least five ports on 
the southern United States seaboard. 

The Ice left the Penobscot March 16, 
apening Bangor to navigation at the 
earliest d;U.e with two exceptions, jn 
the history of the city. The average 
date of opening is April 7. Ferry 
service was opened between Bangor 
and Brewer, and steamer service be- 
tween Hanger and Boston will he re- 
sumed April 4. The port was clonart 
to navigation eighty days, the short- 
est period ever known. 

The importance of standardising the 
size of loaves of bread was emphasised 
by John J. Cummings, representing 
the Division of Standards, at a hear- 
ing before the Massachusetts Legisla- 
tive Committee on Mercantile Affaire. 
At present any size is lawful, pro- 
vided the exaot weight is marked on 
the loaf. The recommendation is 
based on the report of the Commis- 
sion on the Necessaries of Life. There 
was no opposition to the legislation. 

There must be no “slipping back” of 
teachers’ wages in any instance, but 
In most cases there should still be an 
Increase, says Dr. Augustus O. Thom- 
as, Maine state superintendent of 
schools. He has just completed an 
exhaustive study of the situation in 
Maine, where the question of teach- 
ers' salaries Is one of the problems 
confronting the municipalities. Dr. 
Thomas, in compiling reports from all 
sections of the state, found that the 
average salary of elementary teaciiera 
In the present school year Is $703. 
In the high schools it is $1776 for 
men and $1117 for women.

New England coast from Maine to | 
Connecticut with special reference to 
the naval base at Newport. 

Massachusetts has been allowed an 
appropriation of $214,000 by the U. S. 
Senate as final payment on the cost 
of civil war coastal fortifications 
which the state erected at Us own ex- 
pense. Senator Lodge said it was 
the last of a series of payments al- 
lowed by the government to coastal 
states which spent money for fortifi- 
cations during the civil war. 

The faculty of the University of 
Main failed to receive salary checks 
last week for the first time in the his- 
tory of the Institution covering more 
than half a century. This was 
said to be due to the action of state 
officials In withholding funds on the 
ground that the biennal appropriation I 
of 1919 is exhausted and that the - 
present Legislature bee made no pro- * 
vision thus tar for the institution. 

The Vermont House of Representa- 
tives defeated the bill presented by 
the state board of education, which 
would have provided for a teachers’ 
college to be conducted as a part of 
the University of Vermont. The 
measure carried an appropriation of 
$200,000, and was introduced ia con- 
formity with the provisional offer last 
snremer of $100,000 Cor such on insti- 
tution by the Carnegie Foundation. 

The passing of the tree lunch coun- 
ter incidental to the closing of saloon 
bars was reeponsMe for the depres- 
sion in sardine prices, which packers 
say are now below the cost of pro- 
duction and close to pre-war figures. 
Competition resulting from increased 
Importations of foreign sardines af- 
ter the war was another factor. A1- i 
though the 1920 pack of Maine sar- 
dines is said to have been more than 
500 J )00 cases short of that of 1919. 
more of last year's sardines are held 
in storage here than usual oaring to 
tne poor demand and the unwilling- 
ness of the packers to sell at present 
prices 

Mrs. Dosia Lavigne is conducting 
what is believed to be the only shoe 
factory owned and managed wholly 
by a woman In New England. Mrs.

Films Embracing One Thousand Top- 
icc, for Use of All Legion 
Organizations. 

By arrangement between the Amer- 
ican Legion nnd the bureau of com- 
mercial economies, the most complete 
and valuable collection of educational 
and travel motion picture films in ex- 
istence will he pluced ut tiie disposal 
of the Legion for free exhibition un- 
der the auspices of ull posts. The 
films, which embrace 1,000 separate 
topics, ure the property of the bureau, 
an altruistic institution the sole aim 
of which Is to advance education and 
pride in American institutions. 

At the instance of national head- 
quarters, the bureau has prepared a 
special catalogue in which each film 
is numbered and described. A cojyy 
of this catalogue will become ttie prop- 
ertj of each Legion post. The only 
expense attached to posts orderlhg the 
films will he the payment of express 
charges to apd from the nearest dis- 
tributing center of the bureau. No ad- 
mission fee muy be charged by the 
post. 

A distributing center for the films 
will he established in almost every 
suite. Responsibility for the trans- 
mission of the catalogues and the in- 
formation concerning t lie location of 
distributing centers to which each 
post must apply for films, rests with 
the state departments.

In the early days of the automobile, 
and. In fact, quite recently, the owner 
waB satisfied to house his car In al- 
most anything that had a roof, gar- 
ages were unknown and owners of 
cars had little thought of that Item, 
the barn being sufficient for one’s 
needs.

There 
are few structures which nre so use- 
ful or so necessary In which the ar- 
tistic features are so generally over- 
looked. 

Primarily, the garage Is a building 
Intended to shelter the automobile; It 
may be attractive and well construct- 
ed, but If the architectural treatment 
does not harmonize with the adjacent 
buildings, the general effect Is some- 
what displeasing. 

Style and Location. 

The style of the garage Is a matter 
that may be safely left to the discre- 
tion of the architect. The logical lo- 
cation of the garage Is at the rear of 
the house. This Is a point, however, 
that can be discussed only generally, 
as lndlyldual requirements may make 
It necessary to loeute the garage else- 
where on the property. Considerable 
thought should be given to the selec- 
tion of the site, and the choice should 
be Influenced by the Idea of conveni- 
ence and accessibility from the road. 

The living habits and conditions of a 
great mnny people have created a new 
architectural problem In designing the 
suhurhun house with an adjoining 
gnruge. To the man building a home 
of moderate cost this close proximity 
of his garage is of advantage, In that 
It places tils car at his lmmediute dis- 
posal. 

While the minor details of a gurage 
must uecessnrlly differ In Individual 
cases, there are certain essential prin- 
ciples which should be generally ob- 
served. The details to be first consid- 
ered by the owner might be enumerat- 
ed as follows: First, the selection of 
an accessible site; second, protection 
from fire; third, efficiently meeting the 
needs of the owner; fourth, a conveni- 
ent arrangement of the various parts. 

Danger of Wood Buildings. 

It Is hardly necessary to suy that 
wood garages are not to he encouraged, 
as the danger of fire Is greatly In- 
creased when cars are stored lit frame 
'luildlugs. in addition, there Is always 
danger to adjacent property In cuse of 
Are starting within. It is possible to 
design a garage which shall he abso- 
lutely fireproof against danger from 
within or without. 

Where imt wuter or steam is used 
for heating purposes, complete Isola- 
tion of the holler room from the main 
^art of the building is necessary. The 
car room should be ventiluted both at 
•he bottom aud at the top, so as to pro- 
mote circulation of the air. Venting 
‘he car room from the top alone 
*111 naturally draw off foul air, but 
*111 not remove gasoline fumes. 

The rules of the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters’ association make 
U necessary that the storage tanks for 
gasoline be placed under ground below 
the level of the lowest pipe used for 
filling the tank or delivering the gaso- 
line. and preferably about tea feet 
away from the building. The tank 
should be of steel plate, securely riv- 
eted and galvanized on tfee outside, 
aud coated with rust-proof paint, pro- 
vided with a fill pipe and a vent pipe. 

The floor of the car room should be 
constructed of noncombustible materi- 
al, with surfaces that will not absorb 
oil ; all angles should be coved to 
avoid sharp corners for dirt to lodge 
In. The flushing of the car room will 


be greatly facilitated In this way. The 
collection of oil und greaso in the cor- 
ners of the average garage account for 
jnuch of the disagreeable odors. The 
entire floor should slope to the drain, 
provided with a "mud-trap." 

Sliding Doors Convenient. 

An arrangement of entrance doors 
to tlio enr room which has found popu- 
lar favor consists of three sliding 
doors working on an overhead track, 
and so arranged that either one of the 
end doors with the middle door will 
slide past the other end door; this ar- 
rangement allows two-thirds of the 
width of the entire door opening on one 
side or the other for a»cnr to enter. 
Such arrangement Is especially suited 
for n two-cnr garage where the width 
for the door opening Is limited. 

In garages for several cars, turnta- 
bles nre often Installed, but where 
same are used these should combine 
simplicity, compactness and case of op- 
eration In their owm mechanical con- 
struction. The space under the turn- 
table must be drained. 

Some other requisites relative to the 
well-equipped garage Include a repair 
pit, which should have an outlet at the 
rear, so that in case of fire It would 
form n means of egress for the me- 
chanic.

TO CLEAN MOTOR CYLINDERS 

Plan to Keep Oily Water From Form- 
ing While Carbon Deposit Is 
Being Removed. 

When the cylinder heud of a motor 
is detached for the puriio.se of re- 
moving the carbon deposit it will be 
noticed that during the process of 
scraping the piston, etc., the tapped 
holes on the top of the cylinder cast- 
ing soon get full of oily carbon wa- 
ter, etc., causing trouble to remove 
when It Is decided to Insert the hold- 
ing-down set screws, writes It. O. Al- 
len in American Motorist. To obvlule 
this I have used short screws without 
heads on, hut with (t screwdriver slot 
In them, and screw them In flush with 
the top of the cylinder casting before 
scraping operations ure commenced.

Meat Strike Rests in Conference 
of Packers, Union Chiefs and 
Government Officials. 

RAIL BOARD HAS ITS PROBLEM 


Congress Plans Early Consideration of 

Tariff and Tax Matters — Germany 
an Enigma — Allies' Tariff Ex- 
periment interesting — Dim 

Outlook of Peace in 
Ireland. 

By E. F. CLIPSON. 

Hopes for a settlement without 
strike of the labor diflicultics exist- 
ing in Hie meat-packing industry, 
lodge in tlie mediation-arbitration ef- 
forts of the United States government. 
Secretary of Labor Davis, although 
lieu to Ids position, 1 ms been brought 
quickly into a realization of its re- 
sponsibilities. In order that lie may 
get off on tlie proper foot and show 
the people that lie is the right man 
In tlie right place, lie is neglecting no 
effort to bring about nil adjustment 
of tin* trouble which threatens one of 
tlie most important items of tlie na- 
tions good supply. 

Although the result of tlie strike 
ballot leaves no doubt that tlie em- 
ployees are in a mood to attempt a 
complete tieup and gives their repre- 
sentatives a powerful weapon in tlie 
mediation conference at Washington, 
there is a distinctly optimistic plmse 
In tlie willingness shown by botli sides 
to take part in that conference. It 
Indicates a desire for a reasonable ad- 
justment, and tlie fact that tlie pro- 
ceeding is occurring under such im- 
portant government auspices, warrants 
assumption that it will lie more readily 
productive of results than if left sim- 
ply to negotiations between tlie pack- 
ers and their employees. In tlie latter 
event, with both sides thoroughly stiff- 
necked, a strike would lie tlie logical 
outcome. Tlie affair lias great portent 
as showing how the present ad- 
ministration proposes to deal with tlie 
larger phases of capital and lulmr 
strife, particularly as relating to the 
cost of living and the return to nor- 
mal conditions. 

An Important development of tlie 
controversy pointing to possible meth- 
ods of eliminating similar ditlieulties 
In the future, is the announced offer 
of some of tlie larger puckers to 
democratize their plants. The pro- 
posal is to give employees a voice in 
lalior conditions liy separating the 
plants into general divisions covering 
the principal products, matters of pro- 
duction and mechanical departments, 
each division to he subdivided into 
voting precincts of uhout 300 em- 
ployees. The employees are to elect 
delegates to a divisional council 
which shall in turn choose delegates 
to a general plant conference hoard, 
while tlie eoiiipuny mimes an equul 
number of delegates to both board and 
councils. 

It is proposed t hat tlie lioard shall 
make recommendations on employ- 
ment, wages, working conditions, safe- 
ty, sunitution, recreation, transporta- 
tion aud other matters of mutuul 
interest. These recommendations 
when concurred in by a majority of 
the lioard are to he regarded us de- 
cisions binding on plants affected. In 
the ease of a tie, tlie matter may go 
to urhitratlou. Union labor officials 
denounce the plan as oue Intended to 
deceive tlie employees, disrupt the 
unions and substitute a shop union 
controlled by the companies. 

The government railroad labor 
tmard bus a problem in considering 
die great mass of data aud In adjust- 
ing present ditlieulties. and others sure 
to arise in the near future, between 
the railroads and their employees over 
amnounced reductions in wages. Ship- 
pers and organizations representing 
the public are demanding u voice in 
tlie hearings. The big question is 
Bliullar to ilie one agitating the lack- 
ing industry, although no Immediate 


.strike Is threatened. Tlie earning 
sheets of tlie railroads show that they 
need more revenue. There is pro- 
nounced opposition to obtaining It by 
an increase in freight rates, as much 
of the current business depression and 
low rail earnings is said to tie due 
to high freight tariffs which discour- 
age shipments. 

Railroad officials contend that re- 
lief should start with lower pay rolls. 
Naturally, tlie employees cannot see 
it. Union officials claim flint tlie rail- 
roads are purposely loading up the 
railroad labor bonrd witli complaints 
and cases so that there will be a 
long deluy In adjudicating tlie present 
question, while in tlie meantime tlie 
roads get tlie benefits of the wage re- 
ductions ordered. Tlie whole thing is 
so acute and at tlie same time so in- 
volved, that it is very likely to lie a 
subject of congressional uetion at an 
early date. 

President Harding lias announced 
that lie will cull tlie sixty-seventh con- 
gress Into extraordinary session April 
11. The tariff and tax progrums have 
not been definitely mapped out, al- 
though the statement is made from au- 
thoritative sources that tlie President 
approves tlie proposal of Republican 
congressional leaders to pass a bill 
preventing tlie dumping of cheap for- 
eign goods in tlie United States. A 
feature of tills legislation will he a 
section or a special hilt placing tlie 
valuation of imports on a domestic 
instead of u foreign basis. 

Any tariff legislation is ulmost cer- 
tain to lie of a preliminary nuture us 
the vast number of schedules to he 
dealt with in a permanent bill will re- 
quire many weeks’ consideration — 
probably into tlie middle of tlie sum- 
mer. (<ne of tlie talked about, fea- 
tures of tlie preliminary hill is aij 
emergency tariff on agricultural prod- 
ucts. Tlie administration lias not 
been authoritatively committed to this 
provision although it bus strong sup- 
port in inlluentiul Republican circles. 
In response to tlie demands of busi- 
ness, tax legislation will come up for 
consideration; immediately after, if 
not before, tlie temporary tariff hill. 

Secretary of Commerce Hoover 1ms 
started out on tlie program of accom- 
plishment, the “do-tliings” plan, which 
ids friends predicted lie would inaug- 
urate. One of the first problems he 
1 ms tackled is tlmt of broadening tlie 
possibilities of American manufactur- 
ers In foreign countries, u necessity if 
Uncle Sum’s ships nre to he kept in 
employment. Mr. Hoover lias been 
meeting with tlie directors of tlie 
Chamlier of Commerce of tlie United 
States, an affiliation of chambers of 
commerce and hoards of trade all over 
the country, with a view to closer co- 
operation between his department and 
tlie various trade and commerce or- 
ganizations. Also, it is tlie Intention 
of the secretary to create un advisory 
committee for each of ten or twelve 
chief groups of industries. It will he 
the purpose of each committee to form 
a direct connection between the par- 
ticular industries and the foreign 
agents of the Department of Coin- 


Beyond tlie fuot tlmt Bavaria has 
defied the ullleil powers in refusing 
to disbund its civilian military or- 
ganizations and tlmt tin- Berlin 
reichstng has tabled tlie order de- 
signed to coerce Bavaria, there 1ms 
been little change in the German situ- 
j at I on. The action of tlie Huvuriun 

i leaders and tlie reiclistag was taken 
despite reports taut France intends 
to occupy Frankfort and possibly oili- 
er important cities if refusal to com- 
ply with the order persists. 

The whole German uttltude to the 
unfulfilled terms of the Versailles 
treaty, the reparations program and 
the allied occupation is that, “we are 
damned if we comply and damned if 
we don’t." The difficulties of either 
course are so pronounced that the 
leaders are in a quandary and prob- 
ably disposed to let the questions solve 
themselves along present lines of al- 
lied uetion. In the inability of the 
German government to map out u 
clear course, its leaders seem lucliued 
to accept conditions as they are and 
assume an attitude of martyrdom, 
while they make feeble protests to the 
League of Nutlons and continue prop- 
aganda In the hope of affecting other 


countries to tlie point of exercising 
pressure for relief. 

If the German government has no 
other plan In the hack of its head and 
as the entire matter is largely one of 
economics, it will lie solved by an 
unusual economic method — tlie appli- 
cation of tariff principles to war prob- 
lems — not an entirely new method, but 
one which never before 1 ms been ap- 
plied on such an extensive scale. The 
spectacle then arises of victors mak- 
ing a forciliJe hut otherwise peaceful 
occupation of n conquered nation, ex- 
ercising a supervision over Its trade 
and industries, and collecting in the 
form of duties — sanctions is tlie dip- 
lomatic word .used to cover the rami- 
fications of tlie transaction — the repa- 
rations demnnded. 

It will be interesting to wntch the 
methods by which the allies shall pre- 
vent German goods escaping the tariff 
embargo through tlie nearby neu- 
tral nations. Already a modified 
blockade has been suggested, along 
with an occupation of all the land 
borders, extending Inward if resist- 
ance develops, of Germany. To this 
end comes an intimation, probably 
most skillfully steered from Paris, 
that Poland is ready to Invade Ger- 
many at a moment’s notice. The al- 
lied Rhineland high commission has 
in effect recommended to the council 
of tlie allied nations tlmt tariff sched- 
ules 'shall not lie imposed which will 
crush the Industries of the Rhineland 
territory, hut shall have a punitive 
effect upon Germany. 

The plebiscite in Upper Silesia is 
expected to affect the situation. If 
Germany loses that rich terr.' ory she 
will he in position to claim still 
farther her inability to meet the repa- 
rations. If the election tiirows the 
country to Germany her economic po- 
sition will be improved. In either 
event an excuse will he presented for 
further negotiations. . 

Russia’s revolution seems to have 
been checked temporarily^ least, with 
tlie evacuation of Kronstadt, restora- 
tion of a more or less orderly condi- 
tion in Moscow and the removal of the 
immediate menace to Petrogrud. The 
operations of the revolutionaries 
around tlie lutter place were doomed 
to failure when they fulled to take 
tlie stronger defenses of tlie city such 
as fortress Krusimyu Gorku. 

'rtio Red government has been suc- 
cessful, but Its weakened hold Is seen 
In tlie fact that tlie revolution move- 
ment started among the soldiers aud 
sailors, tlie forces which mude the 
establishment of tlie government pos- 
sible and heretofore liuve been its 
strongest ndhcrcuts. 

As indicative of tlie seriousness 
with which the government is menaced, 
and its desire to plaeute oilier na- 
tions is the ratification of peace with 
Poland and signing of tlie long dis- 
cussed trade agreement with Great 
Britain. Tlie Russians lmd been re- 
ported as massing heavy forces op- 
posite (lie Polish frontier and mak- 
ing strong threuts of a spring offen- 
sive. But now they want peace. In 
tlie negotiations with Great Britain, 
which have been long drawn out and 
tlie subject of arbitrary uppearunce, 
at least, on the part of tlie soviet au- 
thorities, they liuve cupituluted in 
several respects, the most important 
being an agreement to ceuse ull prop- 
aganda in other countries. Great 
Britiun agrees on liqr part not to mix 
in Russian internal affairs. 

St. Patrick’s day did not usher in 
the much discussed truce or even Im- 
portant negotiations for pence in Ire- 
land. Thut such negotiations are not 
brewing und probable, cannot he 
stated so positively. Undoubtedly 
strong ugeucies are working toward 
the opening of negotiations. In view 
of the determined stuud of the British 
government und tlie equally strong at- 
titude of tlie Sinn Feiu. some ciiunge 
la conditions must present Itself be- 
fore either side feels like altering its 
position. Lloyd George is reported to 
fuvor postponing uetion on peace un- 
til after the elections of tlie new Irish 
parliaments, believing that they will 
result in a new Dull Eireann with 
which lie would he willing to negotiate 
u truce. Meanwhile tlie state of af- 
fairs in the unhappy country continues 
very hud with tlie dully toll of mur- 
ders. executions aud disturbances 
large and grievous.

BEST BREED FOR CAPONIZING 

Rocks, Brahmas, Cochins, Langshans 
and Wyandottea Are Favored by 
Different Producers. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

In selecting the brood host snltod for 
cnponlzlng, several factors must be 
taken Into consideration, say poultry 
Specialists of the United Slates De- 
partment of Agriculture. Large ca- 
pons bring the best prices. Conse- 
quently the breed should he Inrge. It 
does not pay to caponlle small fowls. 
Yellow legs and skin, as In oilier 
clnsses of poultry, are most popular. 
Plymouth Rocks, Light Brahmas, Co- 
chins, Cornish, Langshans nnd Wy- 
nndottes are all recommended hy dif- 
ferent producers, ns are also various

SUPERSTITION OF WHITE EGG 

Hard to Account*for Widespread Fal- 
lacy That the Brown Shell Con- 
tains Inferior Product 

Of ull the food superstitions that 
cause high prices — aiul there ure 
uiuny — the white egg superstition is 
pointed out hy C. Houston Goutilss, 
editor of the Forecast Magazine, as one 
of the most curious. 

"In nearly every section of the 
country,” suys Mr. Goudlss, “there Is 
a difference in the price between the 
brown und the white egg. On u mo- 
tor trip through New Jersey recently 
I noticed tiiat white eggs were bring- 
ing us high us 22 cents per dozen 
more titan brown eggs. Why, the 
gods, who play with our fears und 
prejudices uud luugh at us, ouly know. 

“The white egg costs no more to pro- 
duce Ilian tlie brown egg. Exactly the 
suuie feed Is used to produce botli eggs. 
Both are equul In food vulue. The ouly 
reason for u difference in price is u 
greater deinuud on the part of house- 
wives for the white egg. 1 once heard 
a Jewish housewife say it wus more 
sanitary und on another occusion an 
American with no religious leuuiug In- 
formed me that the white egg wus a 
better egg. even the shell felt nicer. 
Producers ami dealers have been quick 
to capitalize Mils superstition. 

“Curiously enough, in some of the 
large cities of the country, brown eggs 
bring a higher price than do white 
ones. I have heard litis explained in 
these cities wilh the sage information 
thut the brown egg is ‘stronger* and 
more ‘meaty’ than the white egg.”

others deny this. Plymouth ltocks 
nnd Wyandot tes are somewhat small- 
er, but sell readily and possess the 
advantage of yellow skin und legs. 
The Lnngshun Is large nnd is easily 
operated upon. The Cornish is prob- 
ably most useful us a cross with some 
of the other breeds, thereby improv- 
ing tbe breast meat without material- 
ly reducing the size of the fowl. 

In Massachusetts the Bra lima was 
formerly the most popular breed be- 
cause of the demand for large birds 
for roosters. Later, crosses between 
tbe Light Brnbnm nnd the Barred or 
White Plymouth Bock became quite 
popular, while at present pure Burred 
nnd White Plymouth Bocks are per- 
haps most widely used. 


WHEN FOWLS’ COMBS FREEZE 

Best Remedy Is Mixture of Lard, 
Quinine and Kerosene, Melted 
and Mixed Together/' 

Even In cold weather fowls should 
have good ventilation and fresh air, 
und this sometimes lends to frostbit- 
ten combs and wattles. These ure not 
particularly serious If looked after 
properly, but If neglected may ruin 
the fowl's uppenrnnee, as well as 
cause unnecessary suffering. 

Breeds with Inrge combs need espe- 
cially good attention. The best cure 
Is to nppl.v an ointment made of Inrd 
two ounces, quinine one ounce and 
kerosene throe ounces, melted togeth- 
er und thoroughly mixed. The oint- 
ment should he rubbed gently on tlte 
affected purls once dully for several 
weeks, or until the purts become nor- 
mal. 

DISTRIBUTE BUILDING COSTS 

Proper Share of Expence for Replac- 
ing Old Buildings Should Be 
Charged to Income. 

A proper share of tbe cost for re- 
placing old farm buildings should be 
charged against the farm Income ench 
year. Buildings may lie constructed 
to Inst for 100 yeurs, or they may 
stand only a third of that time. If 
tlie cost of replacement is not charged 
into the yearly accounts tlie whole 
hill will appear against tlie income for 
n single year. Depreciation charges 
for buildings, machinery, or other 
farm equipment are merely a method 
for distributing these costs over the 
period of years In which the equip- 
ment Is In uctual use.

Handicraft for Boys and Girb

A PACKING BOX DOG HOUSE. 

If you hnve n pup, be sure to provide 
for Its growth. It Is hotter to get the 
house too large thnn too small. 

The house In Fig. 1 Is 24 Inches 
wide, 24 Inches high nt the lowest 
point, nnd 42 Inches long, which Is 
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about right for a dog or medltlt. dze. 
The easiest way to build the house 
by using n packing box. 

The doorway should he about 12 
Inches wide and 18 Inches high. The 
top of the opening can lie arched or 
cut str ght (Fig. 2). Mnrk the open- 
ing upon t‘ o box end; then, to make a 
slot that will admit the saw, tiore sev- 
eral holes close together Just Inside of 
tho line nnd break out the wood be- 
tween them. The ends of the hoards 


fasten one to the top edge of ench ho* 
end. Most packing boxes nre re-en- 
forced nt the ends with corner lint- 
tens (Fig. 2). If your box Is made 
(his way, snw off an Inch or two of 
the upper end of ench batten, then pre- 
pare battens R nnd C (Fig. .1) ; nail one 
end of ench to one of the pieces A, 
and nail t lrr» other end to the pncklng 
box above tlie sawed-off box lint tons. 
Cut and tit hoard I) (Fig. 4) between 
the wide ends of pieces A. 

The roof may he put on In one of 
several ways. The scheme shown In 
Fig. 7 requires n covering of hoards fit- 
ted close together, with n projection 
of an Inch or so over the end nnd low- 
side walls, nnd on ‘op of this tar pa-, 
per, building paper, or canvas Ir tnck- 
ed. I building paper or canvas 1s 
used, pnlnt It after tacking It, to tnnke 
It waterproof. Fig. 5 shows the roof, 
hinged to open. This makes the 
house more accessible for cleaning..

PORCH AND WINDOW GARDENS. 

By the use of narrow strips, many 
designs can he developed. Figure 1 
shows a hanging-box, and Fig. 2 a 
pedestal box. The top hand should he 
cut out of a board % Inch thick, to 
make a thick brim to the box, the bot- 
tom band strips, and corner strips 
should he cut out of a hoard % Inch 
or Inch thick. The advantage In 
putting on the latter strips Is tliut 
they will conceal the corners uud bot- 
tom, where boxes are generally rough- 
ly put together. Use nails that are 
long enough to drive through the 
hoards and clinch upon the Inside. The 
nulls will hold better, and the earth 
filling will conceal the clinched ends. 

The top hand provides u substantial 
surface to screw screweyes Into, for 
liHtigers (Fig. 1). You cun buy chain 
by tlie foot ut any hardware store.

One board must he nailed on for a 
hlnge-strlp, the remaining bonrds must 
be battened together on the under- 
side. Tar paper, building paper or 
canvas can be lapped over both the 
hlnge-strlp and hinged portion, thus 
covering the crack between. Fig. 
0 shows a tight root made of two lay- 
ers of hoards, with the edges of the 
tipper hoards lapped 1 Inch over tho 
edge.! of the lower boards. You can 
use shingles If you wnut to. Split 
them Into narrow widths, and exposo 
2 or 3 Inches • .' their length to tho 
weather. 

The floor should be rnlscd 5 or I) 
Inches above the ground, to give air a 
chance to circulate beneath It. Fas- 
ten strips to the corners of the house, 
as shown In Fig. 1, to rnlse tlie floor 
this much. Slope up the ground In 
front of the house to the level of the 
door-vuy. 

Fig. 1 shows how to build a 
storm shed over the entrnnee, for 
weather protection. Batten together 
bonrds to form a front wall like thnt 
shown In Fig. 7, nnil the strip P (Fig. 
fl) to the house above the doorway, 
and nail roof hoards to this strip and 
the top edge of the front wull.
